HFTH PARUIAMENT— FIRST SESSION. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Orrawa, Fob. 27,—1n the Houso of 
Commons to-day Sir Charles Topper laid 
ontho tabloa statement of the Canada 
Pacific s¢,ilway lands, earned and allotted. 
A bill to provide for the proposed loan was 
read and passed through o ymimittes, and 
ordered fortho final reading on Friday 
next. 

In reply to Mr. Mitchell, Mr, McLelan 
stated that no correspondence had passed 
between the Dominion and Amorioan Gov- 
eroments respecting the termination of the 
fishery clauses of the Washington Treaty, 
but the resolutions of Oongroas on the sab- 
ject had boen reovived in the usual course, 
The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
having docided to that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment could not give exclusive. fishing 
priviloges on inland waters, Mr. Mitchell 
desired to know whether the Government 
wore taking any steps to regulate the fish- 
cries in accordance with that decision. 
Mr. McLelan in reply stated that there had 
been no correspondence on the subject, but 
he had had interviews with tho officers of 
the Department as to what should be done. 

Mr. Fortin, of Gaspe, in moving for cor- 
respondence relating to the hydrographical 
survey of the Great Lakes, River and Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and Maritimo coasts, took 
occasion to dwell on the apathy which had 
marked the conduct of successive Dominion 
Governments on this subject. Charts of 
Bayfield which are almost 60 years old and 
made under great difficulties are the only 
ones navigators hayeto depend on, Mr. 
Fortin in his speech paid a tribute of the 
highest praise to Captain (now Admiral) 
Bayfield for what he had done, but urged 
that at no time could it be said that the sur- 
vey was complete, for the state of the river, 
channel, and harbors was changing all the 
time. With the settlement of the country 
tho flow of water into tho riverin the spring 
was more sudden, and the currents were 
different from what they had been. He 
dwelt at length upon the paramount im- 
portance to Oanada of the St. Lawrenco as 
8 channelof trade, and quoted figures to 
show.that in the last ten years trade has 
actually Jessened. He expressed pleasure 
that the Government purposed getting a 
hydrographic survey of the lakes, and hoped 
it would be extended tothe Maritime coast 
as well. 

Mr. Dawson followed, dwelling upon the 
absolute necessity of a aurvey of the lakes, 
and Mr, MoLolan, Ministor of Marine,clos- 
ed the debate, witha promise that the 
matter would have the best attention of the 
Government.

Canadian Apatite. 


WRITTEN FOR ENGINKERING AND MINING 
JOURNAL. 


The nomerous openinge made by prospec- 
tors and minera in the phosphate regions of 
the provinces of Ontario and Quebec have 
afforded excellent opportunitier forthe stady 
of the Laurentian minerals and their mode of 
occutrence, The crystalline limestones of the 
Laurentian series are remarkable for their 
preat extent and for the variety of orystal- 
ine minerals which they contain. They are 
interstratified with beds of dolomite, which 
sometimes contain a portion of carbonate of 
irop, and ioclose serpentine, tréemolit+,quartz- 
ite, and a little white mica, but sre geuerally 
less abounding in foreign minerals than the 
pure limestones, Several mineral species 
might be montioned as marking bands in the 
stratification, Among these,there are apatite, 
chondrodite, pyroxene, magnesian mica, and 
graphite. Apatite or phosphate of lime is one 
of the principal limestones of the Laurentian 
sories. It is found in a variety of colore and 
shapes, sometimes in rare crystals disseminat- 
ed throughout the yeins; at others, in solid 
masses, in veins of great width. Sometimes, 
it isia the form of prisms. There are gener- 
ally rough, but often terminated, and always 
havo their angles rounded. Apapite is gen- 
erally associated with pyroxene, which has 
also been found in Jarge orystals. It is some- 
times found with phlogophite, In a oryatal 
of the latter about four inches in diameter, a 
orystal of apatite about a quarter of an inch 
thick and two inches Jong was found imbed- 
ded, the axis of the prism being parallel with 
the cleavage of the mica. Rounded masses of 
calcite are often inclosed in the apatite,which 
in its turn is frequently in rounded pale green 
oryatelline masses imbedded in the coarse 
grained limestone, 

Apatite is used in the arts for the manufac- 
ture of phosphoric acid and phosphorus, and 
enters largely into the composition of certain 
poroslanis, It is, besides, very extensively used 
as fertilizor of the soil. Phosphates are among 
tho minerals most esrential to vegetation, anc 
sro remoyed from the earth in large quantitios 
by growing crops. Tho importauco of a 
supply of phosphates to tho soil is made very 
evident by the fact that the minors! oonstitu- 
en} of the bones of animals is for the greater 
part phosphato of lime. This material, whe- 
ther in the formof bones, coprolites,or apatite 
is seldom applied to the soil in its insoluble 
atate, en it is then camparatively unavailable 
for the nutrition of plants, To render it fi 
for agricultural purposes, it is converted into 
s soluble salt, which is known as a superphos 
phate of limo, The process of conversion is 
as follows: In the insoluble mineral or bone 
phesphate, one equivalent, or 71 parte, of 
phosphoric acid, is united to 3 equivalents of 
28 parts each of lime, making the equivalent 
weight of the ordinary phosphate of limo 156, 
In order to redace this to the soluble supor- 
phosphate, which contains one equivalent of 
phosphorio acid and one of lime, it is nocoe- 
sary to romove two thirds of tho lime, or two 
equivalents, This is effected by adding two 
eqaiyalonts, or 98 parts of sulphuric acid, 
which form with this lime 136 parts of sulpb- 
ato. Ono hundred parts of ordinary phoshate 
of lime, therefore, requiro 63,2 parts of sulph- 
urio soid to convert them into soluble supor- 
phosphate with ono equivalent of base, In 
this process, howovor, regard must be had to 
the foreign matters which sccompany tho 
phosphate, sud which may also require sal 
phurio acid for thoir decomposition, Of these 
tho prinoipal aro fluoride o calcium and oar- 
bonato of lime, Tho formor is always prosent 
in small quantities in bones and io atill larger 
amounts in mavy ot tho minoral phosphates, 
and requires for decomposition of 100 parts, 
125 of salphario acld, w hile carbonate of limo, 
as an impurity, requires 98 parte of acid to 
decompose 100 parts.

Cooking the Returns 


The chief organ of the Grits was far 
from satisfied with the result of tho returns 
of Tuesday's elections, which it admitted 
by saying : ‘It would be affectation to 
pretend that this result is not somewhat 
disappointing.” However, in order to pre-

At tho closo of auother] year in the work 
to which God oalled us, we thank him that 
wo are ablo to nay “ Truly God is with us.’ 

Tho yoar has béen ond of gread wu 00n8; in it 
God revealed himeolf as a God troe to his 
promise ** I will novor leave or forsske thoo,” 
To him wo trusted and not in vain. 

The day sohool started on the 9th of Jaou- 
ary in Mr. Covort’s shop and continued thoroe 
until the Sammor holidays, it was taught by 
Mra. Sohuator until Jandary last, Daring the 
summer Sunday Services wero hold at Mr. 
Hargraves’, Sutherland's Mills, and at Mr, 
Miner's, Bloocker & Lingham Mills and open 
air Services wore keptiup, as long as the sea. 
son permitted, The Cottage Prayer Moetiogs 
wore resumod and continuod fn the different 
pers of the Olty during the month of Septem- 

por, October and November. In the month 
of Nyvembor God opened another sphere of 
Iabor at Ferry Point, the place was visited 
from house to house, tracts wore distributed 
and « Service was arranged for every Thure- 
day evoning, but the Congrogation felt anxi- 
ous to have the servico on Sunday morning. 
The Missionary now goes to Ferry Point and 
speaks to the poople every Sunday morning. 
Mr, R, Murray was appointe! Treasurer of 
the Ferry Point Congregation, the prospects 
for fature presperity are good and very en- 
couraging. 

I need not Spoak of the oreotion of this now 
building, how it was erooted, how the money 
wan received, and how God led us step by 
atep. God's providential caro, goodness aud 
love will never bo forgotten by those who with 
us have exporionced His leading providence 
in its erection. ‘Tho dedication services havo 
already boon brought before the public, there 
fore suilive it to say that we were favored to 
seo this butlding presented to God free of debt 
at the dedication, and we have realized and 
are realizing now, God’s presence here, 

Sinoe the opening of the place, the Day, 
Sabbath Sohool, and other religious services 
are increasing in interest and numbers. The 
building answers every purposo, It is warm 
and comfortable, The teacher"of the Day 
school is mubvh encouraged, and is able to keep 
the ohildren under good control ; most of them 
are advancing, attend regularly, and are vory 
anxious to learn, Our Sabbath achool is woll 
ettended, very few are absent; the children 
are very orderly, and especially of late; they 
zee their favorable opportunities and take ad- 
vantage of them, Tho teachers are rejoicing, 
seeing some fruits of their toil. 

We subsoribed In the summer for a Sabbath 
School paper, Apples of Gold, which we hold 
for six months, now we receive from time to 
copies of papers from different churches. Ia 
the summer we gave the children of both day 
and Sabbath schools an excursion to Massas- 
sags Poiat, Since we began both day and 
Sabbath school 85 children have been under 
care and have been taught, 25 of them havo 
got situations through the Mission, the child- 
ren are earning a living and are also halping 
their parents, Some of them are permitted to 
go to school every afternoon, othera twice or 
three times a week, The children are behind 
in their education and we are therefore 
anxious to getthem places where they are 
permitted to goto sohoolafew hours every 
week at least, The office hours from 10 to 
11 o'clock have been regularly attended to by 
the Missionary, an@ a numbor have received 
employ, The mission receipts are also increas- 
ing, slowly, but surely,

Small as this may appearin the eyes of 
some, it is great after all, when we consider 
that $',500 hss been given to erect this build- 
ing, and when the steady progress of tho 
work in allits departments, we have great 
reason to be thankful, and financially we are 
not behind when we compare the past with 
ehe present. The first report shows the re- 
ceipt-of $8, the seoond $46, the third $150, 
and this year $194.95, besides $14 paid for 
coal and gas, Sarély we oan be encouraged, 

Spiritually we are secing day by day the 
fruits of our Iabor. Our great hope is more 
especially in the young, to give thei gtcular 
and spiritual education combined, which is, 
we believé, the only way of training them for 
God, and to become useful mombers of s0- 
ciety. This is ouralm, and jathis we shall 
by God’s power continue, believing that as 
long as we do this workin thé strength of 
God we shall succeed, 

The children feel very thankfal, especially 
of late, for what is dono for them, and they 
begin to show their thankfulness. I was 
pleased to see a letter sent to Mrs, Schuster 
from a distance, in which was enclosed $1 
from Sarah Gibbs for the City Mission School, 
She expressed her thankfulness for the kind- 
ness she received, and feeling it hor duty, she 
enclosed $1 in the letter, This is the first re- 
turn of money in that way. 

The childrén’s hearts are open for the truth 
and most of them received it gladly, beside 
the othor services entered atarting a Band of 
Hope with them. Of late Mission Services 
have begn held in this place, Iaboring for 5 
weeks we have ‘the assurance that God re: 
vealed h meelf by hid spirit to the advanced 
in years as woll as to the young. Wo leave 
tho names and numbers of those who becamo 
acquainted with God’s love with him “who 
knowoeth all things aud who {is the searchor of 
overy 4eart 

The industrial achool stersed on the first of 
May and is different from the day school, 
The children are taken to our own Home, are 
cared for and instructed {in houséhold work 
by Mra. Schuster; they go ovory afternoon 
to the day school in the Oity Mission build- 
iog and aro thas fitted for futuro usefulness 
Since May we have had 8 girls with us, 2 and 
B at a time, and we are glad to say that most 
of them havo good places and are doing wo)l. 
The house wo now occupy is not suitablo 
for such an institution, and on that account 
wo refused pressing applicatiohs which we 
otherwiso shoul havo acoopted. We 
need a place of our own, suitable for this groat 
and important work and wo boliove that Ho 
who had provided this City Mission building 
for us will give us an industrial home for 
orphans and othora who neod our osre. It is 
our intention, God willing, to ostablish an 
industrial school for orphans and other poor 
Canadian children and take thom as God 
sends them, no matter whero from, who 
nood our caro, Itjis our intention strictly 
to ablde by the principles laid down at the 
boginning of the work, namely, asking God 
by faith and prayor for all our nood and we 
havo tho assurance that all tho branohes of the 
work will be fally supplied in the future as it 
tas beon in the past,

The Trent Valley and | Murray 
Canals. 


The annual report of the Minister of 
Railways and Canals contains muoh yalu- 
ablo information as to those works. 
quote : 

‘The term ‘' Trent River Navigation " is 
applied to a series of water stretches, which 
do not, however, form 4 connected system 
of nayigation, and which, in their present 

condition, are efficient’only for local use, 

Tho series is composed of a chain of lakes 
and rivers extending from Trenton, at the 
‘mouth of the Trent, on the Bay of Quinte, 
on Lake Ontario, to Lake Huron. 

Several years ago the utilizing of these 
waters forthe purpose of through water 
communication between Lake Huron and 
Ontario, was projected. 

The course in contemplation was as fol- 
lows :— 

Through the River Trent, Rico Lake, the 
River Otonabee and Lakes Olear, Buckhorn, 
Chemong, Pigeon, Sturgeon and Cameron 
to the Lake’ Balsam, the summit water, 
about 166 miles from Trenton ; from the 
Lake Balsam bya canal and tho River 
Talbot to Lake Simcoe; thence by the River 
Severn to Georgian Bay, Lakes Huron, the 
total distance being about 235 miles. 

The execution of this schenie, commenc- 

_ ed in 1837, was subsequently deferred. By 
certain works, however, below specified, 
sections of these waters were made prac- 
ticable for navigation and for the passage 
of timber. A branch of the main course, 
extending from Sturgeon Lake south, affords 
communication from the town Of Lindsay. 

~ and, throngh Lake Sougog to Port Perry, a 
distance of 190 miles from Trenton, Of 
his distance, 155 miles are navigable for 
vessels of light draught. 

The table of distances previously quoted 
frem the Pablio Works report is then given 
and the report continues :. 

The dimensions of the Dominion locks 
aro 133 feet 6 inches x 33 feet with 5 feet 
depth of water on tho sills. 

The Lindsay lock was constructed by, 
and is under the control of,the Province of 
Ontario. 

Navigation ceased on the 25th November 
1881,and recommenced on the 15th March, 
1882. 

In addition to repairs of ordinary charac- 
ter,the clearance of the River Sougog from 
impediments to navigation has been affect- 
ed. 

Under appropriations voted Isst session 
by Parliament, works for the connection 
of certain available lake and river stretches 
have been commenced. 

As the utilizing of this chain of waters, 
for the establishing of a line of through 
communication between Lake Huron and 
Lake Untario, is a long considered project, 
which the requirements of the country may 
hereafter render it expedient to carry out, 
such points have been selected in the pree- 
ent works as will enable them to affurd tio : 

greatest immediate advantage to local 
navigation, while, at the same time, they 
would form an integral part of the best 
practicable line of through communication, 

Accordingly, after careful surveys and 
examination, it was decided to build worke 
at the following places:—Fenelon Falls, 
Buckhorn Rapids, and Burleigh Falls, the 
completion ot which will give communica- 
tion between Lakefield, about 9 miles from 
Peterboro’and Balsam Lake, the headwaters 
of the system, opening up a total of about 
150 miles of direct and internal navigation. 

Uontraets have been giyen out; the 
necessary lands: are being expropriated ; 
and the works are in progress, 

Surveys of the northern and southern 
portions of the country embraced in the 
original scheme, together with the possible 
sources of watersupply, are being carried on. 

MURRAY CANAL. 

This work is situated in the Oounty ot 
East Northumberland, about 75 miles west 
of Kingston, and is designed, by opening a 
navigable channel throngh the Isthmus of 
Murtay, to connect the head waters of tho 
Bay of Quinta with, Pxusquitic Buy on tho 
north. duore of Lake Untario,to which point 
{t will in effect prolong the navigation of 
the River St. Lawronce, by affording 
means of avoiding the cirouitous and dan- 
gerovs route south of the Poninsula of 
Prince Edward. 


The construction of the canal was anthor- 
ized by Parliament in tho session of 1881, 
and location surveys, commenced in June 
following, were completed early in the pro

The Gnt Organ's “ Apologies 


In accordance with our anticipations,the 
local Grit organ has, after its original lies 
concerning Mayor Lingham and Mr, Dalton 
McOarthy, M. P., have had the effect that 
they were intended to haye, tendered what 
{t is pleased to consider apologies to those 
gentlemen. Tho effort that this ackoowl- 
edgement of its falashoods cost the organ, 
must, however, have been considerable, as

Mayor Lingham has been treated in an 
especially yillainous manner, Tho accusa- 
tion was made on Saturday. On Monday 
ho contradicted it ; but the original false- 
hood was reiterated in that day’s Ontario, 
in an exaggerated and bighly offensive man- 
ner. The reason given for this outrago 
on troth and decenoy—for this outrageous 
attack on the head of the Corporation, 
whose position ought to have entitled hits, 
to at least a little respéct froma Belleville 
Dewsps per—was that the matter was already 
in type! As if, forsooth, the paragraph of 
thirty-two lines in which the falsehood was 
reiterated, and commented and enlarged 
upon—and which, besides contained 
another untruth of which the editor must 
haye been awaré—could nof have been 
stricken out! The apology is ‘‘ too thin.” 
The election was to ocour next day,and the 
lie was deliberately repeated with the ob- 
ject of influencing certain electors to vote 
for Sills. Finally,to cap the climax of this 
infamy, the organ tries to throw at leart a 
part of the blame upon the Mayor, whose 
innocence of its charge it had to acknow- 
ledge, by saying: 
the diftenlty, vin accepting the Chiet bagi 
tracy of the city he shoud reside where he could 
bemocessab'e (ec) at the shoitest notice, People 

enérally have not the time to go to ‘harlow to 
unt him up,” 

Still another untruth is involved in this 
contemptible parsgraph. Mayor Lingham 
does not reside in Thurlow. He lives in 
the city, about two hundred yards nearer 
tothe City Hall than does the proprietor ot 

Ontario, who might have easily ascer- 

tained the truth without going out of his 
way, by calling on the Mayor whilst going 
to or from his office, But, as we haye seen, 
truth was not what was wanted by the Grit 
organist. 

Then as to Mr. McOarthy. The Ontario 
alleged, in its Saturday's issue, that Mr. 
McOarthy was na Orangeman, the object 
being to arouse the prejudices of the Roman 
Ostholic voters against the Conservative 
candidate. Our Monday’s issue contained 
an emphatio contradiction of the statement, 
with the added information that Mr, Mc- 
Oarthy was not and had never been an Or- 
angeman. On Tuesday morning early, the 
Grit organ, in furtherance of its peouliar 
tactics, issued an extra affecting to devy 
the troth of our carrection of its false 
statement, and offering, in seeming proof 
thereof, an extract from a ciroular issued 

twelve years ago to the Orangemen of On- 
tario, one of the signatures to which was 
that of the father of Mr, McOarthy, who 
was then Grand Master for Ontario West, 
which it represented as being that of Mr, 
Dalton McOarthy, M. P. On the same 
evening we exposed this additional impos- 
ture, but not until Saturday night did the 
unscrupulous falsifier acknowledge the 
trath.

tIFTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Ottawa, March 2.—In the Houso of 
Commons to-day the only Private Bill in- 
troduced was to {noorporate the Grande 
Trust, Limited. Sir John Macdonald in- 
troduced his Bill to further consolidate 
the Acts relating to the public lands of the 
Dominion, explaining that the Bill would 
be distributed and amendments carefully 
noted. 

SIR LEONARD'S BANKING RESOLUTIONS. 

Sir Leonard Tilley’s resolutions regarding 
banks and banking oame up, and were 
considered in Oommittee. Before the 
Speaker left the chair Sir Leonard Tilley 
explained that the propositions of the 
Government were to the following effect ; 
Several banks having failed to send in lists 
of shareholders as required by law, a pen- 
alty would be imposed in such cases, and 
it would be provided that the returns be 
printed every year instead of about once 
every three years, as might be ordered by 
the Printing Oommittee, The bill imposed 
a penalty on banks for exceeding their 
authorized circulation. In some cases where 
a bank had many agencies and carried on 
extensive operations it might exceed its 
circulation inadvertently, but some cases 
were known where it was done knowiagly. 
The penalties imposed would be light for 
inadvertence, but severe enough for wilful 
excess to make it unlikely that the bank 
could make anything by the infraction of 
the law. In some cases also it was found 
that such names as ‘ banking house,’ ‘ bank- 
ing agency, &c. were used by persons orcom- 
panies doing a purely private banking busi- 
ness, and the result was that people in many 
cases were laid to believe that these were 
banks regularly authorized under Act of 
Parliament, Underthe present law pri- 
vate bankers were prohibited from using the 
name ** bank,” and it was proposed to pro- 
hibit them from using the other names to 
which reference had been made, A person 
drawing money from a bank had now a 
right to demand as much as $50 in Domin- 
ion $1 or $2 bills, and it was proposed to 
extend the amount to $60, and allow pay- 
ment in $4 bills. It was now provided 
that there must be a reserve of 20 per cent, 
before a dividend of eight per cent. could 
be paid, and this was to be extended so as 
to provide that returns should be made 
showing more distinotly than was done at 
present in some cases. Banks were now 
required to send in a monthly statement on 
the 10th of the succeeding month, and par- 
ticularly in the case of banks having agen- 
cies at Winnipeg and other distant points 
this was difficult, It was therefore pro- 
posed to extend the time to the 20th and 
provide a penalty incase of non compliance. 
The provision fixing the date for payment 
on a note falling due ona holiday did not 
now apply to Prince Edward Island, British 
Columbis, and Manitoba. The Bill ex- 
tended that provision to those Provinces, 
A brief discussion followed Sir Leonard 
Tilley’s explanation, 

The motions having been passed through 
committee, a Bill based upon them was 
introduced and read a first time. 


CUSTOMS AMENDMENTS, 


Mr. Bowell moved the House into Com- 
mittee of the Whole to consider the fol- 
lowing resolutions ;—That it is expedient 
to consolidate the various Acts respecting 
the Oustoms, and to amend the same so os 
to make the various provisions consistent, 
and to remove doubts as to the construc- 
tion of certain other provisions, and others 
necessary for the better carrying out the 
principles embodied in the said Acts, and, 
among other things, to give additional 
facilities'‘and remedies for the collection of 
Oustoma duties and penalties and forfeit- 
ures, and for the prevention of smuggling 
and other frauds on the revenue, and for 
the punishment of contraventions of the 
Oustoms laws. To provide for the grant- 
ing of a rebate of duty on damaged goods 
paying specific duties, To specify the 
terms upon which bonds giyen for the due 
exportation of goods may be cancelled. To 
make provision for the delivery of ware- 
housed goods as ships’ stores to vessels 
bound for and engagedin the deep sea 
fisheries, To provide for the punishment 
of persons unlawfully gaining access to or 
removing bonded doll fn railway cars. 
To make better proyisiou for arriving at 
decisions with respect to sdizure or deton- 
tions of goods, and with respect to penal- 
ties and forfeitures, and the terms for the 
release of such goods or remission of such 
penalties or forfeitures. In doing so he 
explained that it was found necessary to 
consolidate the various Customs laws and 
amondments which had been passed during 
tho last four or five yoars, and to give 
additional facilities for the collection of the 
revenue, and for enforcing penalties for 
the contravention of the law. Under the 
present law, provision was made for tho 
payment ot duties upon the actual value of 
damaged goods, paying ad valorem duty, 
and there was no provision for o rebate, 
except by an oemendment which "was pas: 
sed last year in reference to duty on grain 
damaged by water. It was now proposed 
to make the provisions apply to all classes 
of goods paying specific as well as ad vq- 
lorem duties which may have been damaged 
either on the yoyage or on the railway after 
they have arrived in the country. Under 
the existing law there was no doubt that 
groat frauds were perpetrated in roforence 
totheoancellation of bonds for the exporta- 
tion of goods,and it was proposed that in fu- 
ture such bonds shall only be cancelledupon 
a certificate from an officer of the Qus- 
toms, or some other official in the place 
to which the goods were exported. The 
fourth resolution proposed to grant rebates 
on ships’ stores to vessels of all sizes,inatead 
of to a particular oless as at present. It 
had been found necessary in the past to 
relax this clause in the interest of indus- 
tries in the Maritimo Provinces, and the 
amendment would make it applicable to all 
vossols logitimately ongaged in fishery, In 
the event of a ylolation of this extension 
of the law by relanding goods, the parties 
would be punishable, Under the present 
law, there were doubts as to whothor or 
not persons who unlawfully gained sccess 
to bonded railway cars could be punished, 
and a clause would be insorted that would 
do away with all misundorotanding on this 
point. In reference to the ponalties im- 
posed on goods improperly ontored, it was 
contended by many legal gentlomen that 
undor the presont law, while thoce was 
powor to rotain or soll the goods,thoro wae 


no provision for the collection of the penal- 
ties imposed. Provision was made in the 
bill for the imposition of a fine and for its 
cvlloction by logal process. There were 
othor amendments, all of which, he thought, 


would bo in tho interest of logitimate trade, 
and would help to prevent the frauds which 
had been perpetrated in the past. 

Mr. Ross (Middlesox) enquired as to 
how tho valuo of damaged goods was to be 


ascertained, and with whom rested the 
Scape’ of the amount of re- 
ite, 

Mr. Bowell said it was proposed to make 
the clause in the existing Act applicable to 
damaged goods having a specific duty. If 
they were found to be damaged 60 por 
cent,, the specific duty would be reduced 
in proportion, It was further contemplat 
ed by the Government, and they were at 
ab prosont noguilating with the ritieh 
Government on the subject, to have an 
oflicer with the power of aconsul appointed 
at St. Pierro, from whom a cortificate 
would be required in all cases bofore re- 
leasing the bond, 

The resolutions were reported from the 
committec, and a bill founded thereon was 
introduced by Hon, Mr, Bowell, and road 
a first time. 

The adjourned debate on Mr. Cameron's 
(Huron) motion regarding the double re- 
turn for King’s Oounty,P. £. 1., was post- 
poned until Tuesday at the request of Sir 
John Macdonald. 

Sir Leonord Tilley’s bill to provide for 
raising anow loan was read a third time 
and passed on the understanding that some 
doubts regarding the extent of the author- 
ity given by the bill, raised by made by 
Blake should be removed in the Senate. 

RAILWAY CONSOLIDATION, 


Mr. Mulock, in moving for the second 
reading of the bill to amend the Conaoli- 
dated Railway Act, explained that the 
existing Act permits railways to pool for 
21 years, during which period the pooling 
companies are in fact in partnership. The 
public not being aware of this state of the 
law, have on various occasions been induced 
to grant bonuses in aid of what were 
thought to be competing lines, bat almost 
as soon 48 the money had been paid, the 
railways so aided pooled with a former rival, 
thereby failing to give the people the 
advantage of railway competition which 
was held out to them agan inducement to 
grantthe bonus. The law ss now exist- 
ing having been abused in this way, it is 
neceesary to guard against its being 
abused still further. Ifthia be not done 


railway amalgamation may go on until the |, 


whole railway system of Oanada is controll- 
ed by a single corporation, a state Of affairs 
most calamitous to the best interests of the 
people. Tho bill proposed that no pooling 
arrangements or railway amalgamation can 
be made without the consent of Govern- 
ment or of Parliament being first asked 
and obtained. The bill was read a second 
time, and referred to the Standing Com- 
mittee on Railways. 
CRIMINAL PROOEDURE AMENDMENT, 

A short but interesting debate arose on 
Mr. Robertson's (Hamilton) bill to provide 
for the summary trial of persons brought 
before the Uounty Uriminal Court and re- 
leased on bail. 


NATURALIZATION OF GERMANS, 


The debate on’ Mr, Kranz’s resolution 
regarding the naturalization of Germans was 
to have been resumed, but in the absence 
of Mr. Landorkin, who was to have been 
the first speaker, the motion was carried. 
On this subject of naturalization Mr. Wel- 
don if it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to issue a proclamation putting in 
force the Naturalization Act of Oanada, 
1881, when Sir John Macdonald replied 
that correspondence on the subject was now 
going on between tho Dowinion and Im- 
perial Governments. 


RETURNS DENIED, 


Mr. Fisher moved for returns showing 
the number of males over 21 in each elector- 
al district at the last Dominion election, and 
explained that he understood the second 
volume of the census containing the infor~ 
mstion would not be issued till after the 
third volumb, and could not be had there- 
fore this session, without some such special 
order as this. Mr. Pope, Minister of 
Agriculture, said it would be impossible to 
bring down the figures, aud Sir John Mace 
donald said he did not see what bearing 
they could haye on the principle of any 
frauchise bill, so Mr. Fisher was compelled 
to withdraw his motion. 

The House adjourned at 5:45 p. m.

The Intercolonial Railway. 


Revenue of Goyornmont Railwaya in Oper- 
ation. 


Orrawa, Feb, 26th.—The report of the 
Ministor of Railwaya and Canals was laid up. 
on the tablo of tho Houso this afternoon. It 
doals first with the canals belonging to the 
Dominion, and with tho railways which are 
controlled by the Government, and second, 
with those towards the construction of which 
subsidies haye been granted or authorized, 
Under the hoad of controlled railways aro 
the Interoolonial and Prince Edward Island 
railways. Under the second head are the 
Canada Pacific, the Canada Central (Pem- 
broke to Callender), Gravenhurst to Callen- 
dor, St. Raymond to Lake St. John, Rivicre 
Oaelle to Edmundston, the Great Amoérican 
avd European Short line, and the Chignecto 
Marine Transport railway. 

CANADA PACIPIG RAILWAY, 


As regards the Canada Pacific, the Govorn- 
ment under the contract made with the Can- 
ada Pacifico Railway Company have ander 
taken to construct the Jine bstween Prince 
Arthur's Landing on Lake Superior aud Red 
River, and between Savona’s Ferry, at tho 
foot of Lake Kamloops, and Port Moody in 
British Columbis,. The Prince Arthur's 
Landing to Red river section is 432 miles in 
length, and is divided by the engineers for 
construction purposes into the following sub- 
sections :—

THE FIRST SECTION, 

The first named, though not ballasted at 
the date (September 26th, 1832,) of the en- 
gineer-in-chio{’s letter, is in fair condition for 
the passing of trains, The work of contracts 
13 aod 25 were reported complete in the pre- 
vious year, but considerable extra work will 
be required, owing to the eubsidence of many 
of the embankments caused by the swampy 
nature of he country through which the line 
passes. The works on contract 41A are re- 
ported as drawing near to completion. The 
track was laid throughout on the 25th Au- 
gust, 1881, and the bridgiog is practically 
completed, 

CONTRACT 42 B, 

On contract 42 8B, satisfactory progress is 
reported. The rook work, which was heavy, 
wee finished early last summor, and by the 
19th of June the track was laid throughout.

FIFTH PARLIAMENT— FIRST. SESSION. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Orrawa, March 6.—In the Commons to- 
day the tollowing were among the private 
bills introduced :—To revive the charter of 
the Union Insurance Oompany of Canada 
and change the name to the Orown Insur- 
sauce Company ; to incorporate the Wood 
Mountain, Qu’Appelle, & Prince Albert 
Railway, Uompany (both introduced by 
Mr. Beaty) ; to incorporate the Dominion 
Phosphate and Mining Company, to amend 
the charter of the Oredit Railway Com- 
pany, to amend the charter of the Chig- 
necto Transport Railway Oompany (all by 
Mr. Oameron, of Victoria) ; to incorporate 
the Brant Oounty Bank of Canada (Mr. 
Paterson). Seyeral private bills already 
on the paper were advanced a stage. 


INQUIRIES, 


In reply to Mr, Ooursol, Postmaster- 
General Oarling said that correspondence 
was now going on with various nations 
forming the postal union, with the object 
of placing at the disposal of the publio post 
office money orders on Franco, Belgium, 
Italy, and Germany, with the view of pro- 
moting trade ‘and assisting the emigrants 
who are desirous ot sending money to these 
countries and receiving it from them. 

Mr. Angers asked whether it was the 
intention of the Government to introduce 
during the present session a measure reduc- 
ing the postage on letters to two cents in 
view of the adoption of a like measure in 
the United States: Mr. Carling replied 
definitely in the negative. : 

Ip reply to Mr. Kilvert Sir Hector Lan- 
Kovin said it was the intention of the Go- 
vernment to cause an examination under 
the Civil Service Act to be held in the 
Provinoe of Ontario at an early day; but he 
could not state the exact date. 

Mr, Blake, in moving for more detailed 
statements of the operations of the Pacific 
Railway Oompany, made a long speech, to 
which Sir Sharles Tupper replied, and the 
motion was carried, 


Annexation of Uanada. 
THE REFOKM PARTY LIKRBLY TO JOIN IN WITH 
THE AGITATORS AND PUSH THE SCHEMS 


From the Buffalo Telegraph. 


Toronto, Feb, 27,—Said s well known 
Toronto gentleman to your correspondent to- 
day: “yon needn’t be eurpriced if there is 
a strong syitation in Canada before long for 
Annexation to the United States.’’ 

** What sre your reasons for such a belief?” 
asked the writer, 

‘' Well, a society hay boon formed called 
the Scores Annexation association, with head 
quarters in Toronto and branches in Hallfax, 
Montreal, Winnipeg and Chicago, and other 
branches will be established all over the Do- 
minion. Ifthe nature of the organization 
were made publio it would be ridiculed out of 
existence, but the aimof the society is to 
gradually and sooretly make itself strong 
enough to obtain the supportof one of the 
political parties, without which it could neyor 
acoomplish anything. The mombers of tho 
society believe that the Reform party can be 
induced to take the matter up before long.” 

‘* On what do they base this beliof?” 

* Woll, the rebels of 1837 were Reformors, 
and William Lyon Mackenzie haw always 
been upheld by the Reformers, Mr, Frésor, 
a membor of the present Reform Government 
of Ontarlo, recently said in reference to tho 
disallowance of the Riyers and Streams bill: 
‘It is a larger and moro momentous question 
than that whioh made patriots in this Oanada 
of cura takes up arms to seoure the liberty of 
rospoosible self government.’ Mr, Mowat, 
the Reform Peemier of Oatario, has said that 
if the surrender of the disputed territory is 
necessary to maintain confederation, ‘ oonfod- 
oration must go.’ Mr, Blake hav told tho 
people of Untario that their natural market is 
not in the other provinces, but in the neigh 
boring States, Ho has told the people of tho 
Maritime Provinoes that thoir natural market 
is in tho Now Kogland states, The whole 
Reform party havo, since the death of George 
Brown, committed thomsclves to the doctrine 
that tho Provinces of the confedoration should 
have thoaame powors of self-government o4 
the Statos of the Amerioan Union. ‘This, 
however, le dirootly contrary to the Canadian 
constitution, and tho only way to obtain 
it is by annoxation, During tho oon 
test on tho Provincial rights question in 
Mauitoba the Reformers threatened annoxa- 
tion if the Dominion Government rofased to 
sanction the vetood bills. In tho Maritimo 
Provinces, especially Nova Sootia,the Reform 
nowspapers are seaanelly roforring to the 
ovils of confodoration, and the advantages to 
bo gained by olosor relations with tho United 
States. Tho St, Catharines News, a Reform 

papor, saysin substence that tho pooplo of

This issuo has been brought before the 
Supreme Court, inthe caso of Poulin vs. 
the Corporation of Quebec, which was ar- 
gued on the Sth. The facts of the case are 
as follows :—On the 20th January, 1880, a 
penal suit was instituted, under authority 
of the Aot of the Quebec Legislature, 42 43 
Victoria, chap, 4, seo. 1, against Poulin, 
for not closing his tavern during the whole 
of Sunday, January 18th. He pleaded not 
guilty, and also that the Act of the Quebeo 
Legislature, upon which the suit was bas- 
ed, was unconstitutional and ultra vires of 
said Legislature. He was, however, fined 
$40 and costs. On February 18th, Justice 
Moredith, Ohief of the Superior Court of 
Quebec, granted him leave to issue a writ 
of prohibition, in order to have the con- 
yiction revised by the Supreme Court. 
Poulin’s reasons were (1) that the Reoor- 
ders’ QOourt had acted without right or 
jurisdiction, (2) That there was no law 
authorizing the court to pass such condem 
nation. (3) That the Legislature of Que- 
beo had no right to enact the statute 42-43 
Victoria, chap. 4, and that saidlaw was 
ultra vires of the said Legislature. (4) 
That the fact of which he was accused did 
not constitute any offence under the law, 
and that the complaint as laid in the sum- 
mons did not amount to any offence pun- 
fahable by law. To this the corporation 
entera general demurrer. On March 28:h, 
1881, the Superior Court set aside and 
quashed the writ of prohibition with oosts. 
An appeal wasmade to the Ovurt of 
Queen’s Bench, which upheld the judgment 
of the Superior Court. The appellant now

Winter Butter Making. 


Epitor ov THE AMERICAN CuLTIVaToR: As 
far as the process of good Winter buttor make 
ing 18 Concerned, the milkiog is of firit im. 
portarco. Givon a well bred cow, with food 
Shat is rich in oream produciog qualiti 4, aod 
evorythiog possible to favor butter of an ex- 
collont brand, ard all this may be spoiled by 
uncleantliness in milking and by the imptre 
cdors which may infect the milk, Profession- 
a! dairymen, who oan get fifty and sixty conts 
per pound for their butter both nummer and 
Winter, know full well that they must have 
special care concerning this point, but we fear 


churning and working of the butter will re- 
move any impurity which may have been pre- 
sont at making time. 

It is quite impossibleto keep: the stables 
perfectly fieo from filth, yet, if they are pro- 
porly cleaned one or twics a day io Winter, 
and plonty of bedding is thrown uuder the 
cows, thore will be a marked difforonos in the 
Condition of the stables atmosphere and of the 
cows thomucives. If in addition to this they 
sro oarded and brushed every day, and the 
udders are carefully wiped out previous to 
milking, there will be no nooogsity of lo se 
hairs, dost and other impurities falling into 
the pail, thereby rendering the milk untit for 
an excellent article of butter. The impor. 
tance of cleanliness in milking cannot be over 
estimated, 

The next point to consider is thé setting of 
the milk, as on this depends both the quan 
tity of the oream and the quantity of butter 
made thore from, Deep setting, under right 
conditions. may be most advantageous, but for 
the Winter season the shallow pan syatom is 
preferable for the farmer dairy, But wh.t 
ever the me>hod, the temperature of the milk 
should not pass the jimirs of 45° and 60° F. ; 
the air must be pure and free from any odor 
of decaying vegetables (if the milk be kept in 
the cellar) and thore must be good ventilation. 
Frat-claes butter will hardly bo produced 
without these conditions, 

{n churning, as well as in handling the milk 
and cream previously,a thermometer is almost 
indispensable, S» much depends on having 
the milk aud the cream at the right tempora 
ture in order to insure the bost results, the 
occasional testing with the thermometer dan- 
not well bs dispensed with, and yet scarcely 
one family in a doz»n even considers this 
matter of temporature further than to pour 
warm water in thechurao if they thinx the 
oream t o cold, or cold water if they think it 
too warm—the amount in either case being 
very indefinite, 

While it is not easy to lay down a rule 
stating just what is the best temperature for 
cream st churaing in Winter, we may say 
that from 60° to 65° will probably bs most 
satisfactory, though asiill lower one night 
be jostas much go under certain ciroum- 
stances, The agitation of the cream should 
be regular ; the ex remes of ‘too slow” and 
‘too quick” are to be avoided. In the 
former case the component parts of the cream 
will not be separated, and in the latter undue 
fermentation will be induced. There are yet 
many tamilies where the old-fashioned dash 
churn is stillio use, and were the entrance 
of a swing or a crank churn would ba thought 
a decided innovation ; yet they, like other 
farm and household implements, are being 
superseded by those which will dothe same 
work quicker, better and easier. 

1t should not be forgotten that good butter 
may be spoiled in the churning. In fact,from 
milkpail to butter thére iano point in butter 
making that can be slighted with impunfty, 
But in over churning there is a danger of 
ruining the texture of thebutter and giving 
ita greasy, wexy appearance of oonsistency. 
If churning, from one cause or another, is 
unduly prolonged, there is a tendenoy to the 
formation of high-flavored acids, whioh in 
proper quantity would produce ranoidity, 
Moreover, overchurning frequently causes 
white specks to appear in the butter, as they, 
also, are caused by having the cream too sour, 
Every butter maker knows that it is next to 
impossible to wash out these white specks, 
hence the necessity of preventing their 
existence, If tho cream is stirred eyery 
day before churning, there will be 
much less danger of the spooks, though this, 
ot course, cannot prevent their appearance if 
caused by over churning, If cream is kept a 
whole week before it is churned, ite tempera- 
ture previous to churning should be abeut 50°; 
if kept only three days or so, 62°. Ia late fall 
or winter, cream sometimes tastes bitter, the 
bitterness arising from the cows having eaten 
some such plant as the ragweed (Ambrosia ar. 
temesiafolia), or it may arise from uohealt .y 
milk seoretions, If the latter be known to be 
the case, good butter need not be expected as 
long as the unfortunate cow isin the ** milk 
business,” 

Great care is necessary also in the working 
of the Butter, Churning shogld cease whon 
the butter is in amsll lumps of the size of a 
pea, Then draw off the buttermilk, and wash 
the butter until the water runs off clear, In 
working be oarefal to avoid bringing the mass 
to a sticky consistenoy, by which means tho 
** graia” or-texture of the butter is destroyed, 
Instead of smoothing and patting, if a ladle is 
used, out off slices and press them together, 
Batter-workers should supersede the ledie and 
bowl in every family where butter js made, 
since double the quantity of butter, with 
greater eave and in much less time, can be 
worked by them ; and it is the highest econ- 
omy to save hard labor who oe aslight outlay 
will do it, and yet epable one to perform the 
work more effectually. 

Much hgs been said about the salting of 
batter, and we presume that the old revipe 
of an ounce to the poand is still the guide 
with most, as it proves the best. ‘ Indepen- 
dent of its effects as 9 condiment,” said the 
late Mr. Willard, ‘salt has two distinct offi 
cos to serve in butter making, viz.: To remove 
buttormilk os far av possible from the pores 
of the butter, and to render innocuous what 
oan be thus extracted.” Penetrating the but- 
termilk it converts it into brine, which ren 
dere rancidity almost if not quite impossible. 
It is well to work about three quarters of an 
ounce Of salt whon the butter is first taken 
from the oburn, and another quarter say in 24 
hours, or at the last working, and under no 
circumstances should anything different from 
the bout quality of aalt bo used,

Contracted fect afte more commonly the 
consequence of Iameness in horses thau tho 
cause, Any diseased condition fuside the 
hoof giving rise to an unusual degres of heat 
load to more rapid evaporation from the sur 
face of the horn, to drying and shrinking of 
tho hoof, and to absorption of the soft parte 
within, Theshrinkago or narrowing takes 
place especially at the hoel, whore the foot 
bas not an long, but 4a olastio, cartilaginous 
interval support, which yiolde easily to any 
proveuro from Without. A sedond condition 
which always ooivetties with this drying due 
to disoago, is the disoase of the heol caused by 
the avimal standing on its too, or removing 
the weight from the ontire foot. Whon the 
tho foot fs planted on the ground ad the 
wolght thrown upon it,the soft parts descond- 
ing within the boof tend to proas it cutward, 
and ae a mattor of fact, the hoof docs actually 
oxpand at the upper part, next the hair, and

Apart from any disvsse sufficient to canse 
lameness, contraction of the foot sometimes 
g0e9 on to an oxtremo degree, until, indeed 
one heel may moet the other 3 yot lamonesa is 
not induced Yet, if contravtion takes pleco 
with rapidity, as under the inflacnoo of along 
peri d of rainless wosthor following a wet 
spring, tho compression of tho soft Parts by 
the dryiog and shrinking horn will oaure ia 
fiammation and lamenoss, Daring tho past 
dry summer this was not uncommon, and tho 
laméness thus started bade fair, if neglected 
to goon to rerivus stractural disease ind a 
permanent lamoness. + ontraction caused in 
this way may be counteracted and corrected 
by measures calculated to soften and expand 
the horn, followed by such as will retain its 
natural moisture and give proper bearing on 
tho shoe. To soften the contracted foot, keep 
the unshod arimal standing every day for 
sixtesn hoursin a atroam of water coming up 
to the hair around the top of tho hoof, or ina 
soft muck of olay puddie closing it sround 
the foot to thesame level. In frosty weather 
4 warm poultice placed in a strong bag drawn 
over the hoof is preferable, and more go that 
itoan bo kept spplicd night and day. At 
the end of a fortnight the foot will usually 
be found to have expanded to its usual dimen- 
sions, 

If there is much lameness, it will bo dos'r- 
able toapply a blister on tho front and sides 
of the pastern daring the period of poulticing, 
Thia may b» repeated ana the poulticing con- 
tinued, if Iameness remains at the end of a 
fortnight, As ao blistor, the foll owing may be 
rubbed into the skin on the front and side of 
the pastern : Powdered oanthari les, one-lralf 
drachm ; oil of layender, ten drops ; olive oil

Itsh uld be drawn only mo- 
derately tight, and on giying its final dress- 
ing the use of the file should be as far as 
porsible avoided. The hornis formed cf. a 
series of pus tabes with au intertubular cellu 
lar structure, and when the rasp or file is used 
80 a8 to expose the opea ends of these tubul s 
the contained moisture exhales, the horn 
withers, and tho soft parts may bs injoriously 
pressed upon. For this reason the use of the 
file on the front of the hoof is to be soverely 
deprecated. It should only be ured on the 
lower edge of the hoof wall, whera it projects 
over the shoo, and when the eharp edgos 
might otherwise eplit up. For a similar rea- 


son, the soleshould never be pared down 


into the tough, elastic horn, thongh all acaly 
mares on the surface may be safely removed. 
After shaviog, the use of hoof ointment will 
serve to prevon’ evaporation and drying, and 


is sbsolutely needful after the foot has been 
softened by poulticing. A mixture of equal 
parts of wood tar and aswest oil will answer 


admirably, This brushed daily over the en- 


tire surface of the horn—wall, sole, and frog 


—will usually preserve a sufficiency of mois. 
ture and the natural elasticity and toughness

AND SARNIA, 


The Grand Lodge of Ontario East opened 
at Lindsay at two o'clock on tho 6th, tho 
Grand Master, Bro, D. Marrhall, of Port Hope, 
jp the obair, and tho Doputy Grand Mastor, 
Bro. Wm, Jchnson, of Belleville, in the Depu-

The Grand Master's address reforrod prin- 
cipally to his recent visit to the Old Country 
as tho representative of the Grand Lodge to 
the Triennis!

Mr, Oharlton’s bill for the punishment 
of seduction and adultery camo up for 
socond reading. Tho Premier spoko brief- 
ly on the bill, favoring the principle of it, 
There were clauses in the bill, however, 
which he could not vote for, and unless 
they wore changed he would havo to vote 
against the bill itself. Hls great foar was 
that this law would be used for purposes of 
blackmailing. He much preferred to have 
the bill referred to a Committee, because it 
was ovidont there would be restraint upon 
free discussion of it in the House. Ho drow 
a distinction between a sin and a crimo, 
and thought there wore some offences, eto., 
which could be prevented much better by 
means of education, particularly religious 
education, than by legislation. He seemed 
almo:t hopeless of doing any good by the 
means of this bill, instancing New York 
State, where he showed there was great 
immorality, notwithstanding that « law of 
this kind had been long in force. He, how- 
ever, would like to see tho bill before the 
Oommittee, ‘the bill was read a second 
time and referred to the following Com- 
mittee :—Girouard (Jacques Oartier), Pat- 
teraon (Essex), Oameron (Huron), Soriver, 
Innes, Beaty, Wood (Brockville, and Charl- 
ton. 

RAILWAY LEGISLATION, 

Mr. McUarthy, in moving the second 
reading of the bill respecting carriers by 
land, pointed out that by means of the 
special clauses endorsed on the bills of lad- 
ing railway compsnies and other carriers 
practically avoided all responsibility for 
goods in their charge, and his bill, copied 
from the English law, was to define their 
responsibility. He went on to give details 
of the bill as given on its first reading. Re- 
ferringto the objection raised by Mr, 
Abbott on that occasion that he was sure 
this bill was withia the competence of the 
Vominion Pariiament, he thought there 
could be no doybt about that. Already 
the House had passed an Act regarding 
carriers by water, and in a recont decision 
the judges of the Supreme Oourt had ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Provincial laws 
were ultra vires. The bill was read a second 
time, 

Mr. Riopel moved the second reading of 
his bill to proyide that railways may enter 
into running engagements with other roads 
for fifty years, instead of twenty-one years 
as at present, and backed his motion by a 
short, carefully prepared speech, urging as 
the principal advantage of the measure that 
it would encourage the introduction of oap- 
ital into railway enterprises. He pointed 
out also that no application so far made for 
the full amalgamation of two roads has 
ever been denied by the Governor-General 
in Council. Sir Chas. Tupper, while not 
committing himself to the principle of the 
bill, was prepared to Jet it pass to be dis- 
cussed by the Committee on Railways and 
Canals. Mr. Blake expressed himself as 
totally opposed to the bill, and urged that 
the question should rather be whether the 
term now allowed should not be reduced. 
The bill was read a second time, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Bailways and 
Oanals, 


BUILDING SOCIETIES’ INVESTMENTS, 


Mr, Williams moved the second reading 
of hie bill to enable building societies to 
invest in‘debentures of other corporations 
than those of municipalitios, as to which 
they are now restricted, and in doing so 
merely explained the bill without advocat- 
ing it. Mr. Blake urging that the greatest 
care should be taken that these socivties 
were not laid open to any danger of careless 
management,Mr, Williams said the bill had 
been put in his hands by parties representing 
a building society, but he thought it went 
too far, and in committee would ask to 
have itamended. The bill was read a seo- 
ond time. 

LIFE SAVING SERVICE, 


Mr. Platt, in moving a resolution for a 
return regarding the life saving stations, 
mnade a atropg appeal to the Government 
for the eateblishment of a life-saying ser- 
vice. 

Mr. McLelan, Minister of Marine, in 
commenting on the motion and speech, 
said the intention of the Government had 
been mainly taken up in providing light 
houses, bell buoys, and other warnings of 
danger, which he said was really part of 
the life saving service. This matter of life 
boats had been urged by Mr. McOunig, the 
predecessor of Mr, Platt. and he (Mr. Mc- 
Lelav) had ordered a lifeboat for the const 
of Prince Edward, which would be in place 
next season, He would establish two life 
saving stations with crews who would be 
be paid for every time they went out to 
practice,

FIFTH PARLIAMENT — FIRST SESSION. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Orrawa, March 7.—In tho Commous to- 
day tho following emong other private bills 
wero introduced ; An Act to incorporate the 
Royal Canadian Steamship Oo., by Mr. 
Mitchell; an Act to incorporate she Edmon- 
ton and Peace River Railway and Nayigati- 
on Oo, ,by Mr. Dawaon; an Act to amend the 
Actsrelating to the New Brunswick Railway 
Oo., by Mr. Weldon ; an Act to amend the 
Act incorporating the Northwest Railway 
Oo,, by Mr. Oolby ; and an Actto amend 
the Acts incorporating the Portage, West- 
bourne and Northwestern Railway Oo,, by 
Mr. White (Oardwoll), Mr. Wella in intro- 
ducing the bill for the naturalization of 
aliens, characterized the present law on the 
Bubject as ono well calculated to prevent 
rather than promote naturalization. The 
bill he submitted provided that the oath of 
allegisnce could be put td a ratepayer on 
his appearing at the polls, andif taken it 
could be registered in the regular form, 
The bill passed its first’ reading.

The Geneva Award. 


Oar neighbors to the south are at last 
about to deal with the $9,500,000 which 
remained of the sum paid by Great Britain 
to the United States to meet claims under 
the Geneva award, after all classes of 
claims allowed by the arbitrators had been 
settled. Tho only wayin which they can 
dispose of this money—whioh isnot theirs 
to dispose of—is by admitting a class of 
claims which the arbitrators refused to 
admit,thus taking the power into their own 
hands. This is not only an immoral course 
of procedure, but an unparalleled piece of 
dishonesty, of which any self-respecting 
nation would beashamed. It is estimated, 
a telegram from Washington states, that of 
this new class of claims there are 20,000 
pending before the Alabama Olaims Court, 
making an aggregate of nearly $14,000,000 
without interest. If judgmepts were 
awarded for the amounts olaimed the 
interest would probably run the aggregate 
up to $20,000,000. It will thus be seen 
that the court will haye no difficulty in 
disposing of the undistributed remainder 
osthe Geneva award, about $9,500,000. 
The court has under consideration two 
important questions: Firat, whether in 
certain cases awards shall be made upon a 
gold or a currency basis, having reference 
to the war premiums on gold ; and,second, 
what within the mesning of the Act creat. [

ANANIAS AND SAPPHIRA. 


‘A certain man named Ananias, with Sap- 
phira, his wife, sold a posseasion; and the 
young men came in, end found her dead, and 
carrying her forth, buried her by her husband.” 
—Acts y., 1, 10, 

A woll matched pair, alike in ambition and 
in fajeehood, Ananias and Sapphira, They 
wanted a reputation for great beneficenoe, and 
they sold all their property, pretending to put 
the entire proceeds in the oharity fand, while 
they put much of it into their own pocket. 
There was no necessity that they give all their 
property away, but thoy wanted the reputa- 
tion of so doing, Ananias first lied about it 
and dropped down dead, Then Sappbira lied 
about it and she droppedjdown dead, The two 
aro fatalities a Warniog toall agos of the dan- 
gor of sacrificing the truth. There are thou- 
sands Of ways of telling a lie, A man’s whole 
lifo may bea falsehood, and yet never with 
his lips may ho falsify once. There in a falec- 
hood by look, by manner, as well as vy lip. 
Thero are persons who are guilty of dishones- 
ty of speech and then afterward say ‘* may 
be,” call it a white lie, when no lio is that 
color, Tho whitest lic ever told was as black 
as perdition. ‘There are those so given to dis- 
honesty of speech that they do not know when 
they are lying. With some itis an soqaired 
ain, and with others it is a nataral infirmity, 
There are those whom you will recognizo aa 
born liars. Their whole life from cradle to 
grave is filled up with vico of speech, Mis- 
representation aod prevarication are as natu- 
ral to them as tho infantile disoasos, and are 
a eort of moral croup or spiritual scarlatins. 
Then there are those who in aftor life have 
opportunities of developing this eyil, and they 
go from deception to deception, and from class 
to olass, until they aro rogularly graduatod 
liars, At times tho air in our olties is tilled 
with falschood, and lies cluster around the 
mechanio’s hammer, blossom on the mer. 
cbhant’s yardetiok, and sometimes sitgin the 
doors of churches, They are called by some 
fabrication, and they aro valled by some fic 
tion, You might call them subterfuge or 
deceit, or romance, or-fable, or misréprosonta- 
tion, or delusion; but as 1 know nothing to 
be gained by covering up a God defying sin 
with a lexicographer’s blanket, I shall call 
thom, in plainost vernacular, lies. Thoy may 
be divided into agricultural, commerolal, mo- 
chanical, social and coolosiastical. 

First of all, Lepoak of agricultural falso 
hoods, Thore is something in the presence of 
natural objects that has a fondenoy to make 
ono pure.

fiogeoraand a thumb? Orin thenight the 
man should bo aroused from his slamber 
again and again by hisown conscionoe, get- 
iog himeelf op on elbow andorying out in 
the darkoess, ** Whois there?’

But yowand I know that there are 
in commercial lifethose who are guilty of 
great dishonesties of speech. A merchant 
says: ‘I am selling these goods at less than 
cost.” Is he getiiog for theas gcods a price 
inferior to that which he paid for them? Then 
he has spoken the truth Is he getting more? 
Then he lies, A merchant says: “I paid 
$25 for this article.” Is thatthe price he 
paid forit? Allright. But suppose he paid 
for it $23 instead of $25? Then he lies. But 
there aro just as many falsehoods before the 
counter as theoro are behind tho counter, A 
customer comes in and arks; ‘‘ How much is 
this articlo?” ‘‘It is five dollars.” [ can 
get that for four somewhere. elec.” Can he 
get it for four somewhere elre, or did he say 
that just for the purpose of gettlng it cheap 
by depreciating the value ofthe goods? If 
so, he lied. There. are just as many false 
hoods before the counter as there are behind 
the counter, A man unrolls upon the coun- 
tera billof handkerchiefs.

Insecure Buildings. 


Noarly two months have gono by since 
wo called the attention of the Oity Council 
to the insecurity of the Metropolitan Hall 
asa place of public assembly, and to the 
further fact that other buildings which had 
been erected in the city ought to be con- 
demned as insecure, We also suggested 
the appointment ot an Inspector of Build- 
ings, whose duty it would bo to secure the 
closing or demolition of such buildings as 
he found to be unsafe, and to prevent the 
erection, in the future, of structures of a 
dangerous character. 

So far not the slightest notice has been 
taken of this most important matter by our 
municipal rulers, not ono of whom has oyon 
alluded to the subjectin Council, This is 
not as itshould be, Owing to the neglect 
of proper provision for the publio safety, 


red,and great loss of life has recently taken 
place elaowhere, from fire and the fal! of 
improperly constructed buildings, I is 
high time, therefore, that the Oity Council 
showed some interest in the matter, and 
that, too, of a practical character, We 
hope that further urging may not be neces- 
sary ; but that, seeing their plain duty, 
the Aldermen will proceed to discharge it.

The first really interosting debate of tho 
| seasion took place on Mr, MoOarthy’sa mo- 
tion for the eecond reading of his bill con- 
stitutiog a railway commission, This is 
the b Il whioh a select committoo reported 
to the House last session, but it was includ 
ed in the ** Slaughter of the Inanoents” 
whioh takes place at the end of overy 
poasion, Mr. McOarthy made a plain 
statement, showing tho final action of the 
British Parlisment on the subject after 
thirty yoars of discussion and experiment, 
and tho neoossity existing that the court 
should be constituted, citing numerous cases 
of hardship and wrong resultiug from tho 
want of au efficient control over the railway 
Companies. Sir Oharles Tupper, while not 
opposing the bill, argued strongly in favor 
of makiog haste slowly, and oxercising 
groat caution lest, while regulating local 
tratlic, the House should inflict irreparable 
injury on through treflico, Several mem- 
bers spoko strongly in favor of the bill, 
while Mr. Mackenzie was strongly of opin- 
ion that such a court as tho bill proposed 
to adjudicate on railway disputes would do 
more harm than good. Finally Sir Jobn 
Macdonald backed up Sir Charies Tupper's 
suggestion that the bill should be referred 
to the Standing Committee on Railways 
and Oanals, from which it would be refer- 
red to a sub-Committee, with power to send 
for persons, papers, &o.,s80 that all sides 
might have an opportunity to be heard on 
the highly important matter. Mr, Mo- 
Oarthy, while acceding to the wish of the 
Premier, tood occasion to remark that he 
was extremely unwilling to do so, lest the 
result would be to throw the bill over for 
soother session, 


Orrawa, March 9 —The most animated 
discussion of the session so far took place 
in the Commons this afternoon on the 
question of the double returnin King’s 
county, P. E. I, Tho opposing candidates 
were Robertson (Libera)), and McDonald 
(Conseryative) he former received a 
majority of the votes, but the returning 
othoer, reported that he was ineligible be- 
cause, at the time of the election, he was a 
member of the Local Legislature of Prince 
Edward Island, About two weeks ago 
Mr. Osmeron, of Huron brought the mat- 
tor up as a question of privilege, and mov- 
eda resolution declaring that the duty of 
the returning officer was simply to declare 
the candidate elected receiying the majori- 
ty of votes. 

Sir John Macdonald resumed the debate 
to-day, arguing that some doubt existed as 
to whether under the law any judicial func- 
tioos wero left with the returning officers 
and moved the reference of the question to 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
on the ground that it was purely a legal 
question; with which the Committee could 
better deal than the House. 

Mr, Davies, from P. E. L, took the 
ground that our election law prescribed the 
specific duty of the returning officer after 
receiving the nominations of two or more 
candidates, to be to declare elected the one 
obtaining%the mojority of the votes, 

Mr. Biake, in the course of his remarks, 
insinuated that Sir John Macdonald had 
made his own election sure by changing the 
returning officers in Lennox and Carleton 
countior, 

Sir John Macdonald, at the close of Mr. 
Blake's speech, at once rose and said that 
Mr. Blake's iosinuation was unworthy of 
any man with any reputation whatever 
for veracity, because he (Mr. Blake) know 
that in the case of one of the counties 
referred to the returning officer had held 
the position of sheriff for many yeara ; 
and in the case of the other county, 
the returning officer, who was aleo sho- 
riff at the last Dominion election, was a 
Reformer, who had been appointed to the 
position duriug Mr, Mackenzie’) regime, 
Sir Jobn further said that Mr, Blake’s nt- 
tack upon the election committee was pro- 
bably inspired bya recollection of a pre- 
vious election committee, generally known 
as the Anglin Election Oommittee, in 
which case even Mr. Blake’s own friends 
were disgusted with the way in which he 
shirked his duties by keeping oway from 
the committee, and j xcularly described Mr. 
Blake's attack of sickness o8 hay fever, 
occasioned by the presence of ‘‘ Timothy,” 
Mr. Anglin rejoicing in the Christian name 
of Timotby. 

Mr. Blake arose seemingly in a towering 
passion, and raising his voice to a scream, 
declared that the assertion that he was 
not sick at the time was ** utterly, wholly, 
and completely without foundation,” and 
then raising his voice still higher dared any 
a to make such an accusation against 
him.” 

His passion was probably simulated in 
order to distract attention from his un- 
trathful assertions about Sir Jobn Mac- 
donald and the returning officers for Lennox 
and Oarleton. He undoubtedly felt that 
Sir John Macdonland had exposed him . 
had brought him to book, ond had showed 
that he (Mr, Blake) was quite capable of 
distorting facts in order to convey # wrong 
impression to the country about the Pre- 
mier, Tho scene was lively enough for a 
few moments, while the Premier and 
his detractor were hitting out from 
the shoulder at each other, Sir John 
Macdonald, conl, calm, and collected, Mr, 
Blake in a towering rage, with falsetto voice 
and clenched hands, and a braggadocio style 
generally, which was recognised by the new 
members on both sides of the House as the 
sign of an entrapped calumniator, willing 
to use the meanest methods to injure his 
great opponent. The opinion prevalent was 
that Mr. Blake had perceptibly lowered 
himself in the estimation of the House by 
his attempt to pass off as facts what, as Sir 
John Macdonald said, he must have known 
werountruths, For the leader of the party 
of morality, the encounter resulted badly, 
seoing that be was severely wounded in 
that part of his reputation which is called 
by his admirers hie veracity,

Murder, 
A Jealous Farmer Shoot hi - 
faithful Wife. rer th 


BRUT DARES NOT KILL HIMSELF, 


Donnvitte, March 9,—A young man by 
the name of Jacob Hynes, with his wife 
aud small family, has been living on a farm 
which faces on the Michigan ditoh, about 
two or three miles from this town. The 
farm belongs to a man named John Morri- 
son, an 6x-reove of the township of Moul 
top, who is bachelor, and whom Hynes 
was working for. The Hynes family lived 
in Morrison’s house, and the latter lived 
with them. For quite a time stories of 
improper relations existing between Mor- 
rison and Hynes’ wife have boen prevalent 
in the neighborhood, and the relations of 
man and wife in consequence have been 
anything buthappy. Battles of words, and 
it is Baid, of blows too, often have ocourred 
between the unhappy pair. The end came 
on Thureday afternoon, when Hynes shot 
his wife, who now lies in an almost hopeless 
condition, 

On the day in question a serious quarrel 
took place between the couple, and hard 
words passed on either side, Hynes,after 
the quarrel, came to Dunnville at about 11 
o’olock and purchased a reyolver from p 
hardware dealer. It appears he then went 
direct home and urged his wife to accom- 
pany him for walk, which she refused to 
do. Hethen deliberately shot her, the 
ball striking the upper part of the thorax, 
only a little below the clavicle. The wife 
turned her back and began to stagger away, 
when Hynes again discharged the revolver, 
the ball this time taking effect a little to 
the right of the spine, Leaving her in 
this condition he fled. Morrison, who was 
at the time chopping in the woods near by, 
heard the shots and hurried to the house, 
and found the woman lying in a pool of 
blood, but still alive. He immediately got 
help and despatched a messenger to Dunn- 
yille fora doctor. After committing the 
crime Hynes was seen on the street here, 
but by the time the word reached here re- 
garding it he was nowhere td be found. A 
force of constables were immediately sent 
in search, and telegrams sent to different 
points to prevent his escape, but with no 
Success until this afternoon, when ho was 
arrested by Oonstable Winslow and 
brought to the lock-up here. At one time 
a telegram was received from the Chief of 
Police at Buffalo stating that a man anawer- 
ing the description had been seen st Black 
Rock, but it appearsthat Hynes was not 
away from this vicinity. When found he 
was in his father’s barn buriedin the 
straw. 

This was about a mile from the scene of 
the tragedy. He made no resistance, but 
quietly came along with the officers. Quite 
an excitement was raised by their appear- 
ance on the streets,as Hynes has been well 
known in Dunnville for a long time. 

Your correspondent was permitted to see 
the prisoner and hold a conversation with 
him. Hynes isa German, about 35 years 
of age,and speake English very imperfectly. 
He is of slight build,low in stature, wears a 
light moustache, and has not an unpleasant 
countenance. He was quite communica- 
tive, although cautioned by a Magistrate 
who was present that anything said by him 
might be used as evidence against him. 
He has never been regarded as being of 
very strong intellect, and only a day before 
the shooting prominent citizens when 
meeting him on the street remarked that 
his appearance was very peculiar, and indi- 
cated a weak mind, and he has been re- 
markable for the hasty temper which he 
possessed, although he has never commit- 
ted any crime previous to this one, 

The injured woman is said to be pretty 
in appearance, being of medium stature, 
bright, black eyes, prepossessing face, and 
more intelligent than the husband. She 
has been married to Hynes for a number 
of years and has three or four children. 

In the cell Hynes felt ill at esse, and 
stated it was the first time he had ever 
been in a lock up. He seemed excited 
and repeatedly expressed his regret at the 
act. He began hisstory by saying that 
Morrison had caused the whole trouble, 
On Thursday his wife told him that she 
would not live with him. He says that he 
did not purchase the revolver todo the 
deed, but gave no reason why he purchas- 
edit. He declares that he had no inten- 
tion previously of taking her life, but that 
he wanted to loave her with Morrison and 
go away, but she would not give him any 
share of the property which he had paid 
for and deeded inher name, He says 
that when he asked her to go for a walk he 
wanted her to go to his banker’s place to 
arrange a final settlement of their affairs.

Storms at Sea, 
AN EMIGRANT SHIP FOUNDERS IN THE GER- 
MAN OCEAN,—SIXTY FIVE PERSONS 
DROWNED, 


Lonpon, March 9.—The steamer Navarre, 
bound from Oopenhagen to Leith, founder- 
ed during the gale of yesterday. Highty- 
one persons, mostly emigrants, were on 
board,and only sixteen were saved, Forty- 
nine passengers were en route to Liverpool, 
wherethey intended to embark for America, 
Four male emigrants, Anderson, Hagelburg, 
Nygrepve, N. Mannell and six other passen- 
gore were rescued and landed at Hull, ‘The 
survivors say that on Tuesday, whon 200 
miles from Ohristiansand, the Navarre waa 
struck by a heavy soa; the cargo shifted, 
and on Wednesday the forehold filled, 
Whon a fishing smack approached the Na- 
varre ton men took a boat and boarded the 
smack, lotting the small boat go adrift. 
Tho smack sailod around the sinking 
steamer, but having no boat was unable to 
render assistance, The emigrants were 
clinging to tho rigging and the sea washing 
over them. Anothor amack soon arrived, 
when fiftoon of the Navarre's mon ondeavor- 
ed to reach hor in anothor boat, It awamp- 
ed and all the ocoupants wore drowned, JA 
ateamor arrivod at the spot only in time to 
rosoue six persons who wore struggling in 
the water as the Navarre foundered. The 
barque Mundal, from St. John, N. B,, for 
Dublin, which was abandoned on Jan, 27, 
has drifted ashoro ab St, Michael's. Tho

The Judgment in the Boundary 
Award. 

Tho Montreal Gazette of the 7th inot. 
contains an editorial in reply to a leader 
(probably from the pen of Sir Fravcis 
Hincks) in the Herald of the 6th, whioh 
sought to disprove, or at all events to 
materially weaken a statement prominently 
made by Mr. Dalton McOarthy, M. P., 10 
recent speeches, This statoment was that 
the judgment given by the late Chief Jus 
tico Harrison must necessarily have beon a 
vory hasty one, as that gentleman was Bp- 
pointed on the Slat of July and gave judg- 
ment on the 3rd of August. The Herald's 
chiet point of defence is embodiod in the 
extract which wo herewith preeent from 
the Gazette's conclusive article : 

“Tho writer in the Herald is very 
angry becaueo the papers issued by the 
Ontario Government, for the information 
of the public,aro asaumed to contain a truo 
history of the transactions leading up to 
the finding of the award, He says that 
both Mr. McOarthy and Mr. White ‘‘are 
‘€too well informed to be unaware that 
‘©Mr, Harrison might hayo been appointed 
“an arbitrator by a letter written by tho 
‘Provincial Secretary by the command of 
‘the Lioutenant-Governor.” They are 
both, we venture to think, too well inform- 
ed to suppose that the Loutenant Gover 
nor could appoint Mr. Harrison except by 
advice of his Council; and as they find 
that the report of the Attorney-Geueral ro- 
commending his appointment was dated 
the 30th July, 1878, and that the Commit- 
tee of Council concurred in it on the Jlet 
July, 1878, they were much too well in- 
formed to suppose that the Lieutenant 
Governor could have authorized the ap 
pointment until that day. Whatever private 
arrangements bave been made between 
Attorney-General Mowat and Mr, Harrison 
is another question. It would certainly 
be a moat inconvenient doctrine to affirm 
that in controversy official reports of pro- 
ceedings are to ba assumed not to contain 
a true record of what is done; but that 
they are to be interpreted by probabilities, 
which are not oven suggested by the record. 
What we know is that the Attorney-Gencral 
recommended Mr. Darrison’s appointment 
on the 30th July ; that the Committee of 

Council concurred in the recommendation 
on the 3lst July ; that the arbitrators met 
in Ottawa on the lat August,and adjourned; 
that they met agaia on the 2nd August,and 
argument was commenced ; that they again 
met on the 3rd August, when the following 
record appears :— 
“ Saturday, August 3rd, 1878. 

* Arbitrators and counsel all pr-sent 
** Ohief Justice Harrizson—Before the argu- 
ment is proceeded with, I would state, without 
havin« any desire whatever to unduly hurry the 
ment, that if there isany probability of it 
being concluded by one o’clock orto, there Is a 
Rey eree ot te arbitrators being able to agree 


“ Mr, MacMahon—I wiil shorten my argu- 
ment very much.” 


‘*And that the arbitrators did make their 
award that afternoon, That is the official 
record, as contained in the sessional papers 
of the Province of Ontario. Sir Francis 
Hincks says, and the Herald repeats the 
statement with as much assurance as if the 
article had been written by him, that the 
arbitrators had had the paper in their 
hands for some time, containing the atate- 
ments of Uounsel, and that they had in 
fact agreed to their award before the argu- 
ment began. Inthat case the argument 
was simply a cruel farce,evidently so under- 
stood to be by Mr. MacMahon, who was 

unfortunately Counsel of the Dominion, 
But in every case in our courts the factums 
are before the Judges ; that does not pre- 
vent their listening to and woighing the 
argument addressed to them by Oounsel, 
and taking at least adecent interval in 
which to consider it. In this caso the vor- 
dict was given before argument, the argu- 
mont was indulged in as & more pastime, 
snd it was cut short when it appeared to be 
becoming tedious and likely to keep the 
arbitrators from going home on Sunday. 
We do not wonder that Sir Francis grows 
irascible when the boundary question is 
mentioned.”

The Railway Commission. 


We learn from the Ottawa correspondent 
of the Globe that Mr, John Bell,Solicitor of 
the Grand Trunk Railwoy Oompany, has 
propared a statement giving tho reasons 
why Parliament should not pass Mr, Mo 
Oarthy’s bill, Hoe quotes section 14 of the 
Act to consolidate and regulate the general 
clauses relating to railways to show that no 
tolls shall be loyied by the Company until 
approved by the Governor-in-Oouncil, Hoe 
also shows that laws have been passed at 
various times by both the Domiaion Go- 
vyeroment and Provincial Legislatures re- 
gulating the tariffofandimposing restrictions 
on the Company. He states that all the 
Canadian railway securities have been 
taken in Europe on the faith of thie logia- 
lation, aud goes on to say that the bil] now 
before the House repeals all this and puts 
the virtual control of all railways in the 
hands of three men not responsible to any 
one. It in effect leaves to them the 
fixing of tolls, eto., indirect violation of 
the statutes under which the several rail- 
Ways wore built and their securities sold, 
The effect which will be produced on these 
securities by such an Act cannot but prove 
injurious, as thoro js pofa railway com- 
pany in Oanada whose not receipts have 
ever amounted to fifteen percent on the 
actual capital expended in the construction 
of its lines, and at the present rate or rates 
which haye been in force for the last hf- 
teen years, there is nota company in 
Canada whose net earnings will ever reach 
that percentage. Mr. Bell farther submits 
that Parliament having enacted and re- 
enacted these provisions four times in the 
last 32 years, and. these enagtments during 
that time haying been acted upon,it would 
not be keeping faith with those holding 
railway securities, and who have trusted to 
theses enactments, to make such 
as that proposed by this bill.

Franchise for Women. 


A notable gathering was held on Friday 
night Iast in the City Council Chamber, 
Toronto, the occasion being 4 conver: 
sazione held by the Toronto Women’s 
Literary and Social Progress Club. 
In addition to a large number of 
prominent ladies, the reports in tho local 
papers inform us that Mayor Boswell, Ald- 
ermen Baxter and Steiner, and Meaars. 
John Hallam,Oapt, MoMaster, J. L. Gould, 
McAllister, J. W. Bongough, and T. 
Bengough, were present. 

The meeting was remarkable in that the 
question of a franchise for women was fully 
and ably discussed. The subject was in- 
troduced by the President, Mrs, McEwan, 
who said that all that was asked was that 
the franchise should be given to women 
who had the necessary property qualitica- 
tion, She thought that it was also neces- 
sary that women should be represented in 
‘Parliament, so asto beable to make their 
Influence felt on the different legislative 
measures that affected them. They thought 
that they should have a voice in regard to 
the legislation that affectod women and 
children, and also in regard to the educa 
tional laws. If women had the rights that 
they wanted in this respect there would 
be far better laws and a far better state of 
society. There were on the statute book 
many laws that did women a serious injust- 
foe,.and they should be removed. She 
showed by reference to cases whore women 
had exercised the franchise that thero was 
no well grounded reason to fear that wo- 
men who were given thiaright would 
neglect their domestic duties to become 
politicians,» Where the change had been 
made the effect wasto make the women 
more serious and earnest and less devoted 
to the pursuit of fashion and frivolty, 


UMW eum Spocul UI tH £ rooluUE Ey, 
Miss Jennie Fowlds moyed the following 
resolution :—‘‘ That in the opinion of this 
meeting tho parliamentary and muniolpal 
franchise should be extended to women 
possessed of the qualifications entitling men 
to vote.” 

Mr. Hallam ably supported the resolu- 
tion, as also did Alderman Baxter, whilst 
Mayor Boswell expressed his sympathy, as 
an individual, with the movement. The 
result was the formation of a Woman’s 
Suffrage Club to promote the interests of 
the movement, 

In view of the fact that the Dominion 
Parliament will, at the present session, be 
asked to pass a measure providing a uniform 
franchise for all the Provinces, for Vomin- 
fon purposes, we should like to see the 
project of Female Suffrage fully discussed 
throughout the country. The InreLuiocEN- 
een was the only journal that intimated 
the probability of a Dominion Franchise 
Act being one of the measures included 
in the Government programme for the 
present session, and we adhere to the 
opinion then expressed, that the right of 
voting should be conferred upon such 
women as are the owners of property to a 

sufficient amount to qualify them as eleo- 
tors. There is no reason obvious to us 
why women should be excluded from the 
elective franchise. In our own province 
the right of wives te hold property apart 
from their husbands has been conferred 
upon them by law,and as the new franchise 
for the Dominion will probably be based on 
Property and income, there is no seeming 
reason why the woman who holds property 
in her own right, or who chooses to qualify 
on the income which she earns, should not 
vote—should not, in fact, be placed upon 
Spar with men. On the contrary there is 
much to recommend such a proposition. 
As Mr, Hallam wisely said, ‘* He believed 
that if ladies could yotefor members of 
Parliament and members of the municipal 
councils there would bein a short time a 
complete revolution in the present state of 
affairs. That rovolution, he need scarcely 
say, would bein the direction of reform. 
We would have a better class of aldermen 
and a better class of parliamentary reprer 
sentativon.” 

The experiment which wo urge upon the 
Government is no new one, It has beon 
tried in England, so far as municipal affairs 
go, apdin Nebraska, Wyoming and Iowa 
with gratifying results. We therefore trust 
ghatthe Government at Ottawa will sco 
their way cloar to take this groat step in 
advance, and to introduce so desirable and 
so purifying an influence into the clectoral 
body as the enfranchisement of women will 
bring about.

A fow new designs are out jo parasols that 
sro quite rich in their effect, but owing to 
the need in this sunny olime of Canada for 
actual defenoe from Sol’s beaming rays, wo 
think utility will prevail over appearances 
towards inolising the Jadies to adopt tho 
larger sunshades,

FIFTH PARIAMENT— FIRST SESSION. 


HOUSE OF OOMMONS, 

Orrawa, March 12,—In the Oommons 
to day the time for receiving petitions for 
private bills was again extended, this time 
to Monday, 19th inst, Among the bills 
presented was one by Mr, Cameron (Vic- 
torin) to amalgamate the two roads now 
chartered to Hudson Bay, and one by Mr. 
Wood, of Brockville, directed against wife 
beaters. Over an hour anda half was 
spont in consideration of private bills, of 
which there are a large number before the 
House. Tho only one read athird time 
was one to incorporate the Central Bank of 
Janada, head office at Toronto. The bill 
to authorize the Oredit Foncier Franco- 
Canadien to charge 4 rate not exceeding § 
per cent,, instead of 6 per cent, as former- 
ly, was passed through as was also the 
Temporulities Bill, : 

In reply to questions by Messrs, Suther- 
land and Watson, Hon. Mr. Bowell stated 
that Brandon and Portage la Prairie would 
be opened as customs ports as soon as pos- 
sible. In the latter case the only cause of 
delay was that the buildings which were 
promised had not been finished. 

The debate on the Kinga (P,E. 1.) election 
case was resumed by Mr, Hector Cameron, 
Mr. Mackenzie followed, and concluded by 


moving in amandmant to Sir John’s amend. 
ment to Mr, Cameron's resolution, deolar- 
ing that Mr. Robertson should have the 
seat, and characterizing the conduct cf the 
returning officer in not returning him asa 
violation of the law.

VIEWING THE ASSASSINATION 


Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke Batchored 
in Broad Daylight. 


(Continued from yesterday.) 

Did he proceed to do anything with respect 
to the horse? Ho turned the horse to the 
road and the oar to the footpath. 

And what did he proceed todo then with 
the horao? To feed him,

Carey etated that he left sho Park by tho 
Island Bridge gate. This was at sevonteon 
minutes past coven, That night, about nic 
o’olock, witness met Curley at the cornor 6! « 
etreot, Ho asked was it true that both Lord 
Frederick Cavendish aad Mr. Barke had been 
killed, Curley replying, ‘‘Itis, I believe is | 
is. I don’t know whether they are killed pr | 
not.” Curley described what he had seen 
and, acoording to the statement, as represent 
6d io Carey's evidence, he was about a hun- 
dred yards off when tho actual deed was com- 
mitted, ** When I saw («aid Carley) the two 
parties pass through the four men, I and the 
two men with mo turned right about.” These 
threes were armod with revolvers, It was Bra- 
dy who had the kuives, and they wero in his 
porsession the day bofore, As repeated by 
Carey, Curley dosoribed the scene thus :~“' I 
saw that they closed up upon the two gentle- 
men, and I saw Joe Brady tackle one of them 
and follow the other into the road and attack- 
ed him also. I saw him come back from him. 
Ho then joined the othors of the party, and 
then I saw him wipe the kvife in the grass to 
take the blood off it, and then be darted, I 
saw them all on the oar, and I saw thom going 
away.” Curley stated that he had come away 
wth Fegan and Hanlon. Thoee three saw 
the cab driving away. and two men on the 
velocipedes following. These latter they coy- 
ered with rovolvers, but they did not follow 
farther than tho road leading to tho Constab- 
ulary barracks, Curley told witness that he 
went to the offices of the Dublin newspapers 
aod dropped cards into their letter boxes 
stating that the deed was done, and bearing 
the words ‘fExeouted by order of tho Irish 
Invincibles,” 

The same night Oarey mot Brady, who 
told him about the murder of Lot Pewavriun 
Cavendish. Brady -=vtained that the two 
gentiemen were allowed to pass through their 
ranks, because acar went by atthe time. 
This caused them to hesitate. Brady added 
that he placed his hand on the Under Seore- 
tary’a shoulder, and strack him, aod, as he 
didso, Mr. Burke’s companion aimed a blow 
at hisface. Brady then otruck tho stranger 
upon the orm, contiauing, “‘the gentleman 
then ran down the slope and into the road, 
and I followed him, and settled him there.” 
On looking round, Brady «aid he saw Timo- 
thy Kelly at Mr Burke, who waa lying on 
the ground. Tho witness gave a full desoripti- 
on of this terrible interview by night, *‘Brady 
esid,‘{ eaw him(Kelly) coming away from Mr. 
Burke, and I put the knife into Mr. Burke's 
throat.’ I asked him, were you so cool that 
you wipeithe knifeinthe grass, as Curloy 
said? and he said, ‘‘I did,and then threw them 
up on theoar.” On tho following night, 
Carey, Curley avd Brady met in M’Caffrey’s 
house, and the man No. One was there, 
There was besides ‘‘astrange msn.” No 
knives wore produced upon that night, but on 
the next night they were, and directions were 
given that they were be destroyed. Thoy 
were broken into Jittle bits, and the handles 
burned. Those knives were exactly of the 
samt description as were produced in court, 
but had different colored handles. While 
the men of the organization were in jail as 
suspects they received money, A cheque for 
£5 came to Curley, and £6 10s, for M’Caffroy, 
It was from the Land League Sustentation 
Fund, Witness referred to the discovery of 
the knives in his loft by Fitzsimmons, and 
said that Brady had come to search for them, 
The last time hessw the man No. One was 
about the end of September. This was at 
Blackrock station. He (Carey) resigned his 
position as one of the Dublin four. No, Ono 
would not accept it then, but asked him to wait 
some days till he would see whether it would 
be taken or not.

Asamatter of courtesy, the health of 
the guests was proposed, and cheorfully 
and willingly that old war horse, the Hon.

‘* He said he quite concurred with the 
former speaker (McKollar) as to the success 
of the trip and the wisdom of the expendi- 
diture in regard to it.” 

And yot, in the face of theso public ut- 
torances of the leaders of the Reform party, 
and their recognition of the wisdom of the 
expenditure in connection with the Ohicora 
trip, there are to be found missionaries 
of the party, mean enough to ridioule it. 

But this is not all. Later on, and juat 
outside of Oollingwood harbor, snother 
meeting was organized, at which were pre- 
sent the following defenders of Provincial 
Rights: Hon, Archibald McKellar, M. 
P. P, (now Sheriff of Wentworth) ; Hon.

M. P. P.; James Trow, M. P. P., (now

At this meoting the following resolutions 
were tinanimously passed :

In no part of the very elaborate (pub- 
lished) report of that trip do I find that 
avy of the above named Reform patriots 
complained of the superabundance of 
champagne and other luxuries,nor do I find 
that any suggestion was made by any of 
them, that the expenses of the same should 
be charged to thoir private account,

House of Commons Mr. Gorst (Conserva- 
tive) moved that in view of the complicity 
of the Boorsin the cruel attack on the 
Gative chiefs,energetic steps be taken forth- 
with to secure the atrict observance of the 
onvention of 188]. Mr. Ashly, Under 
olonial Secretary,concurred in the motion 
ondemnuing tho many attacks upon tho 
echuagas, but said the Government were 
ound to act iu accordance with the inter- 
ets of Kugland. They would not fail to 
ecognize that chiof’s claim on the Govern- 
ment, but the convention imfosed no 
obligation on Enogland, although it confer- 
red a right to remonstrate when tho aftairs 
demanded a remontrance. If England sent 
a force to the Transvaal to stop the present 
marauding,the force must remain there,and 
if such a policy was pursued it would lead 
to war. He believed the Boers were amen- 
able to English public opinion, The debate 
adjourned. 

Although by the terma of the celebrated 
Boer Convention, the Transvaal Govern- 
ment was not to make war on the native 
tribes without her consent, the proviso has 
been jgnored by the Boers, who have com- 
mitted fearfal atrocities upon the natives. 
They have also been charged with making 
use of dynamite against the helpless Kafir 
meu, women, and children, with apparent 
truth, A Middleburg despatch says ;— 
**Very little actual fighting has taken place 
lately. Only mounted Boer patrols have 
been scouring different parts ef the enemy's 
country, with no particular result, except- 
ing one which went out last Monday to the 
Cobalt Mine, to see if they could come 
scross any of the fugitives from the Hell 
stronghold, who were supposed to be prow- 
ling about in the neighborhood. Thirteen 
burghers visited the place and espied fifteen 
Kafirs reaping corn ; three were ktlled, sev- 
eral wounded, and the remainder escaped. 
Among tho killed was young Maigas, a son 
of the late old Malgas, in whose place 
Wildebeest became chief of the inhabitants 
that lately lived in the Hell stronghold. 
The other two Kafirs killed were also rec- 
ognised, and there is not the slightest doubt 
that all the black visitors of the Mine are 
Kafirs which have been driven out of the 
Hell stronghold lately by Buers. . The 
corpses of the deceased wero in a very 
emaciated state, which is proof positive that 
they have been suffering from want of food 
since their expulsion. Attorney Paul Mare, 
acting as agent for the Cobalt Mining Co., 
leaves for the mine on Monday next, with 
& small escort, to deliver sume 600 lbs. of 
dynamite buried there, which he has sold 
to the Government. General Joubert will 
have some waggons ready there to receive 
and traneport it for use against the Mapo- 
cbers, or rather their subterranean resl- 
dences.”

Immigration. 81.00. 


The Committee on Immigration and Oolont- 
zation mot at Ottawa onthe I4thand ox- 
amined Mr, Liwe, Sooretary of Immigration, 
who gave much igteresting and Important in- 
formation. The total number of immigrants 
and immigrant pacsengers arrived in Canada 
during the psst year was 193,150, of whom 
80,692 passed through to the Unitod States, 
leaving 112,458 actual settlers, agsinat 117,- 
016 the previous year, The total bumber of 
arrivals in Maoitoba was 70,532, of whom 
11,326 were from Europe, 44,631 from the 
older provinces of the Dominido and 13,325 
from tho United Statos, Onterio slone sent 
38,327 of her population’ to the North-West. 
Deduoting 17 por cent. for trausient visitors, 
there is loft as tho estimated nu ber of aettlera 
in the North-West, 58,731, against 22,000 in 
18Sl1.

Dominion Parliament, 
HFTH PARIAMENT— FIRST SESSION. 


Orrawa, March 14.—Tho Commons was 
to-day engaged in clearing motions off tho 
paper. Tho momber from tho Eastorn 
Townships wanted new guns for the Lich- 
mond battery, but the Minister of Militia 
suid ho could not afford them. Whilo 
this warlike oubjoct was up, Mr. O’Brien 
(Muskoka) hopod commanding officers of 
battories would be placed in the samo posi 
tion as regards rank and pay as majors in 
tho infantry. 

Up to rocess the only debate worthy of 
noto occurred on the motion of Mr, Iven 
to inorease the export duty on spruce logs 
oxported from Ontario.and Qnebec, The 
mover contended such action would keep 
the logs at home, and double the number 
of saw mills, 

Sir Leonard Tilley, having regard for 
developing the resouroos of the country, 
thought the motion inadvisable. 

Mesers, Charlton and H. H. Oook, both 
oppositionists, and largely ongagedin the 
lumber bsineas, went further and denounc- 
ed the export duty as obnoxious and unfair 
to the owners of timber, 

The motion was withdrawn at the re- 
quest of the Finance Minister. 

A young French member named Gigault, 
from Rouville, in moving for copies of 
esr from his provinoe re the proposed 
iquor legislation, complained that liquor 
licenses were too numerous and too freely 
issued in Quebec, He wanted somo such 
system as existed in Ontarlo adopted. On 
the other hand, Hon. Mr. Laurier, who 
sits noxt to Mr. Blake, contended that 
they already had sufficient legislation to 
control the traffic, The municipalities 
could pass prohibitory laws, and many of 
them had done so. 

After recess two hours were spent in dis- 
cussing the credit foncier bill, but it was 
no further advanced when tho house ad- 
journed at ten o'clock than when it com- 
menoed, nearly the whole time being taken 
up with questions of order, 
—— 


Tae AB O of Butter Making, 
The general demand for better butter and 
the rejection of alarge amount similar 
in character to that which in the past 
found sale at some price has caused a 
more general inquiry by the producers as 
to the elements that compose butter, the 
principles that govern its production, 
and the influences which have an eflect 
- heightening or detracting from its qual- 
ty. 
It is but a few years since,that milk was 
regarded by the masses asa fluid of one 
quality that mado butter, conditions being 


equal, of one grade— the difference being 
charged to tnd respective wancrs, avuw sv 


is understood that the cow governs the 
quality ; the food influences but does not 
control the result. There are cheese and 
batter cows, good and poor food for butter 
making, and, quite as important, there are 
two ways of making butter, as well as two 
descriptions of apparatus, valuable and 
worthlessa—either of which results in the 
best butter or a suspicious compound. 

Taking it for granted that wo have a 
butter cow, well fed and that on healthful 
and butter stimulating foods, it may be 
well to inquire what butter is,and whether 
it is animal or vegetable fat. The firat 
thought is that it is animal; but a second 
is that all animal life is the result of 
nutriment drawn from vegetables sources, 
so that the butter would be the oils of the 
grasses and grains, transformed to tho 
miik, It is more than likely that both of 
these views are partially correct, and it 
may be well to enquire into this matter a 
little. 


Presuming that butter is of both animal 
and vegetable origin, its vegetable charac~ 
ter is not wholly speculative, when veget- 
ables with high-flavoring oils like onions, 
leeks, and the like show their presence 
within a short time in the milk after hay- 
ing been eaten bythecow. Tho old theory 
of the total decomposition of all foods and 
recomposing them into yital and other 
fluids seems ‘‘ out of joint,” for the pre- 
sence of these unmistakable flavors, reap- 
pearing in the milk and unmoditied, is 
evidence that they were taken directly 
into the blood, carried through the blood 
and the proportion secreted in the udder 
was discharged into the milk ducts, and in 
due time drawn and oarried into the dairy, 
whore their presence is not manifest alove 
in tho fate. This being the character of 
volatile fate of plants, the same may bo 
claimed for those fats known as non-vola- 
tilo, that give color and other peculiarities 
to the butter and fats of animals. 

Ia buttor fats are several eloments that 
cannot be found in vegetables. Butryne 
and oafroine are examples ; 80 we are then 
to infer that these sre of animal origin, as 
they havo a special flavor and composition 
sport from food influences, 


Oompetent authorities who have made a 
life atudy of this matter, like Prof. Arnold, 
assort that the bulk ofthe butter fats is 
derived from the vogetable matter, while 
the lesser eloments as mentioned,along with 
others which compose the flavor,aroma and 
the like, are of animal origin, and though 
not existing as fate, yet when brought io 
combination with the oils that compriso 
butter fat, such as glycerino, palmitino, oto. , 
they are changed aad become,in appearance 
at least fate. 

This is no important fact to know and 
wo have no reason to doubt auch sclentista 
as Arnold, Caldwell, Vooolker and others 
and the fine butter of the futuro will ho 
produced from butter foods, the office of 
the cow being to color, flavor and give tex- 
ture by ald of woll-deyoloped organs, which 
shall produce these needed fats and com- 
bine with yegetable fate whioh shall bo fod 
to her; in othor words to transform yot 
yot moro porfeotly our Jorsoys, Shorthorns 
and othor well known breeds ‘into butter 
machinos, Tho claims of physiologiats,that 
fats in food can only bo digested and ab- 
sorbed by tho blood, by the action of the 
liver and tho other vital organs,do not have 
much weight with the dairyman, who is 
told by his chomist, and soos daily domon- 
atrations, though porhaps unsoientifically 


mado, that tho fatty matter he fooda hie 
cow is returned to him in the improved 
form of butter and not greatly dissimilar, 


so far ao it relatos to the fata themeclves, 
Ho thorofore feeds his cow understandingly 
and with profit, and the consumer of his 
butter is delighted. —J. G@., in Maryland

MUSKOKA REDEEMED. 


Conservative M»jority of Over Two 
Hundred, 


A General Change of Opinions. 


Ineffectual Tactics of Mr. Mowat’s Arioy 
of Mangors’On, 


Panny Sounp, March 14.—Tho eyos of 
the province, ever since the 27th of Febru- 
ary, have been turned tothe district of 
Muskoka and Parry Sound, and the gontest 
intorest has been evinced by both parties— 
by the Grits, who have always looked on 
this district, filled with their partisan road 
agents, bailiffs, &c., osm porfoctly safe 
constituency for themselves. By the Oon- 
servatives, and respectable portion of the 
Roformors and those who were not under 
the control of Grit officials, it was doter- 
mined that-’‘Mowat must go,"’ The Grits 
wore reduced to the most desperate straits, 
and acting under the instruction of a Minis- 
ter of the Ontario Government, supposed to 
tobe Mr. Pardeo, refused the votes of 
legally qualitied Indian voters on the ground 
of their not haying their letters of on- 
franchisoment in their pockets. - Thia con- 
duct was rendered the more conspicuous 
and remarkable by the fact that the same 
returning officor, who is noted for incapa- 
bility, at the same polling place accepted 
the votes of the same men last Oostober 
when they were supposed tobe under 
the influence of Grit promises. Now, 
however, on account of being Conservatives 
thoy were refused. Among those refused 
was 4 Justice of the Peace, a gentleman who 
has obtained « degree at one of our univer- 
sities ; there were also several Indiana, half 
blood and whole blood, whose names were 
on the voter's list. The community is in 
aferment over this high handed piece of 
injustice and dishonesty, and have declared 
in the moat emphatic tones, and by the 
handsome majority of 218 for the Conser- 
vative candidato, that dishonesty will reign 
no longer here. By the following returns 
it will be seen that the Conservative ma 
jorities are eyonly divided over the whole 
district, thereby showing that the change 
in the political views of the people is thor- 
ough and complete. There are 12 places 
yet to hear from, eight of which are ex 
pected to give Conservative majorities, 
while four are yielded to the Grits.

A DIABOLIGAL PLOT 


Dynamito Fierds at Work | 
in London. 


A Terrific Explosion in a Public 
Muliding. 


HOUSE 0f COMMONS SHAKEN. 


Tremendcus Excitement in 
the M tropolis. 


Lonpon, Maroh 16, 

Tho British motropolis was borrifiod by a 
diabolical attompt to blow up the Government 
buildings, At nino o’olook p,m. w hile tho 
House of Commons was sitting, tremonduous 
explosion was heard, the gallories in the Com- 
mons Chambers wore shaken, and gonoral con- 
ateroation and slarm was created, Tho nows 
was quiokly received that adastardly attempt 
had been mado by misorents to blpw up oflices 
of the local Govornmont Board, Wesminstor, by 
dynamito, So far as can bo gathored in a hasty 
exploration the explosion took place from the 
interior of the building, which was entiroly 
shattered, So great was the force of the ox: 
plosion that the streets in tho vicisity are 
strowo with broken glass, Tho guards a5 tho 
Parliamiont buildings wore immediately doub- 
led, and the rosid.noces of the Mioisters ore 
closely guarded. 

It has since transpired that a double attempt 
to blow up the Jimes oflice on the previous 
day failod through some mischanco to the 
miscreants. 

The Times attaches little importance to the 
explosion which occurred at its offire, The 
canister contained only a small quantity of 
powder. The News says it is obvious that 
tho «xplosion was tho result ofa promeditated 
dosign, We are confronted with the 
fact that thero are jn London persons bold 
enough to act on the wildast counsels of 
O'Donovan Kossa, It is impossible not to con- 
nect tho authors of this outrage with 
certain phases of Irish orime, The Times 
saya tho Fenian answer to Mr, Gladstone's 
epeech on the Land Act has not been long de- 
layed. Wore io presence of the firet attempt 
of the dynamite party to carry out their policy 
of bringing warioto the hears of London. 
The Times says tho explosion at the office oo- 
curred at 7:45 Wednesday evening, but tho 
falling of the canister prevented sorious dam- 
ago, Thoreis reason to believe that two 
attempts of this kind were mado by the samo 
miscreants,

TABERNACLE SERMONS. 


Discourse by Rev. T. Do Witt Tal- 
mage. 


ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS, 


‘A little one shall become a thousand,’'—Isa- 
iah, lx. 20, 

In this prophecy is set forth that which 
we have all noticod—that the amount of 
avoirdupois weight does not decide the 
amount of one’s effectiveness. Many a man 
with vast physical equipment does not 
weigh half an ounce onthe side of the 
world’s betterment, while many an one of 
insiguificant stature and feeble forearm and 
decrepit limb has weighed a ton on the 
right side of the moral balances, David, 
the hing of Israel, was so small a man that 
he upset the gravity of Goliath, yet the 
sword of the giant is hung up in history as 
impotent beside the sling of his dwartish 
combatant. Napoleon was only about hve 
feet in stature ; Archibald Alexander head 
and shoulders above other preachers of his 
time in theological attainment, yet not up 
to their elbows in physical height—one of 
the smallest and one of the mightiest that 
God ever made, And some of the grandest 
and most decisive and resounding strokes 
that have been given for God and the church 
and the world, have been given by men 
whose bodily equipment has been only an 
apology for the soul’s earthly retention. 
Isaac Watts set his diminutive personal 
presence into memorial rhythm. One such 
man as any [ have mentioned, though built 
on contracted corporeal acale, in intellectual 
or moral force,amounte to a thousand ordi- 
nary people—their achievements far beyond 
anything their body prophesied. So my 
text has its splendid echo, and ‘‘a little 
one became a thousand.” 

Among these men of small body bat great 
soul I place the name of one, the announce- 
ment of whose desth falls upon me with 
this evening shadow. Alexander H, Ste- 
phens, Governor of Georgia and late mem- 
ber of the Oonyress of the United States, 
is no more, for God hath taken him. With 
him 1 have had warm personal friendship, 
and the tidings came to me this afternoon 
like a sharp blast out of the north rather 
than a message from the balmy south. I[ 
have nothing to do with Alexander H. Ste- 
phone as a politician ; but as a warm hoarted 
friend, as a devoted Obriatian, as a simple 
hearted man, aso great and magnificent 
soul wrapped up in frailest earthly teno- 
ment, I have something loving, and earnest 
and solemn, and joyful to ssy about him, 
Though a little one, he was a thousand, 

He was, first of all, a Obristian, Not one 
of those men who merely adorn their 
speeches with the religion of Jesus Obriat 
as arhetorical allusion—nota man wao 
servec the world and serves Satan all his 
life, end then, justin the last moment of 
his earthly existence, cries out for God,aud 
everybody eulogizes him as a Obristian; but 
all his life a Obristian, a member of our 
beloved denomination. Bosom friend and 
lifelong companion of Rov, Dr. Samuel K 
Talmage, whose namein all branches of 
my own family is a benediction, The 
theolugian of whom I now spoak, like his 
Senatorial friend whom I commumorate, 
‘'a little one who became a thousand.” 
‘‘Nover,” said Alexander Stephens, ‘‘como 
to Washington without coming to seo mo, 
for your Uncle Samuel's sake.” Yoo, 
Alevander Stephens believed in God, the 
Father Almighty, maker of hoayen and 
earth, and in Jesus Ohrist, His only begot- 
ten Son, with more brain than all the infi- 
dole now blatant and blaring and blasphem- 
ing around Washington, yet believing in 
Bible from lid to lid, and in our glorious 
Ohristianity,and all up and down the South 


are ministers of the Gospel who went into 
college, and into theological seminary, and 
into the pulpit through Alexander H, 


Stephons’ pocket. With no princely estate, 
Liam told that for the last thirty years 
there has not been an hour in which ho has 
not been supporting menon their way to 
the medical profession, or the law, or the 
pulpit, and at times supporting five or six 
young mon struggling for an education. 
Himself starting for the Ohriatian ministry 
and turning aside into the legal profession, 
yot to-dey preaching all over the South the

Liberty, Ga,, and in the executive mansion 
nt Atlanta.and in his rooms at the National 


Hotel at Washington, wero the centro of 
bolpfulnees and good cheer and hospit- 
olity arid culture. His heart large enough 


for tho whole world to enter. Oaly eighty 
five pounds in physical weight. At any 
momont the lest forty years a posibility 
that through the insoffient bars of the flesh 
hia spirit must fly away. Though he lived 
in stormy times, oll who knew him knew 
that he was a champion of peace—the very 
last man in bis State to surrender to the 
decrees of secession, crying out after Gen. 
Pope's defeat in Virginia for compromise, 
gladly going to the fortress Monre to meet 
William H. Seward in treaty about the 
best way of stopping the war, and after the 
close of the dreadful struggle, everywhere 
counselling amity on largest scale and for 
gotfulness of old grudges. Some of you 
remember reading his speech of November 
14, 1860, in which he said in the House of 
Representatives in Georgia ; 

** When I look around and see our pros- 
perity in everything—agriculture, com- 
merce, art, scieuce, and eyery department 
of education, physical and mental, as well 
as moral advancement, and our colleges-- 
I think in the face of such an exhibition, if 
we can, without the loss of power or any 
essential right or interest, remain in the 
Union it is our duty to ourselves and to our 
posterity todo so, Onur tirat parents, the 
great progenitors of the human race, were 
not without a like temptation when in the 
Garden of Eden. They were led to be- 
lieve that their condition would be better- 
ed, that their eyes would be opened and 
that they would become as gods. They in 
an evil hour yielded. Instead of becoming 
gods they only saw their own nakedness, 
I look upon this country, with our inatitu- 
tions, as the Eden of the world, the Para- 
dise of the minister, It may be that out 
of that we may beoome greater and :more 
prosperous, bat I am candid and sincere in 
telling you that J fear if we rashly evince 
passion, and without sufficient shall take 
that step, that insted of becoming greater 
or more peaceful, prosperous and happy, 
instead of becoming gods we will become 
demons, and at no distant day commence 
cutting one another's throats. This is my 
apprebension. Lot ua, therefore, whatever 
we do,meet these difficulties, great as they 
are, like wise and sensible men, and con- 
sider them in the light of all the consequen- 
ces which may attend our action, Let 
us see firat clearly where the path of duty 
leads, and then we may not fear to tread 
therein.” 


I read that extract to show you that in 
his bosom the dove of peace always nestl- 
ed. He would not hurt a fly, much less a 
man. Had there been ten such men at 
the South and ten such men at the North, 
the grave trenches would never have been 
dug and the great shadows of bereavement 
would not have fallenon every mountain 
and valley and home from the Penobscot 
to the Alabama and fromthe Oanadas to 
the Gulf. One such man at the North and 
one such man at the South could not stem 
the overwhelming tide. A little one mignt 
become a thousand, but could not become 
forty millions. 

What an example for all ages as to what 
invalidism may accomplish is this one sick 
and emaciated man now departed! He 
told mehe had not been well for fifty 


years. First coming to one cane, then to 
two canes, then to acane anda crutch, 
then to twocrutches, afterwards tu a 


wheeled chair. Wheeled into the ruil 
train. Wheeled on the steamboat. Wheel- 
ed into the hotel. Wheeled into Oongres- 
sional hall. Wheeled into gaobernatorial 
mansion. Wheeled into the stage of the 
opera house at Savannah, where in their 
great celebration he took his final cold. 
Wheeled up to thesick bedon which he 
was laid down to die. What au inepiration 
for all invalids! Why giveup the battle 
of life because some some Of your weapons 
are captured? Take from the world the 
work of the invalids and you make an ap 
palling subtraction, Robert Hall an inx 
valid, Edward Payson an invalid. Rich- 
ard Baxter an invalid. Tho men of Bryan 
in Ireland heard that the battle had gone 
against their country and they said, ‘* We 
are too weak to stand upand fight, but 
you drive your stakes into the ground and 
then carry us out of the hospital and fas- 
tep us to the stakes and then we will fight 
with the other arm.” And so it was done. 
The stakos were driven into the ground ; 
these wounded men were brought out of 
the hospital. Not able to stand alone, 
they were fastened to there stakes on one 
side, and with the one arm they fought to 
desporation and they fought to death. The 
great victories for God and the truth baye 
not been gained. by thoso who have full 
equipment. -Johu Milcon saw further 
without eyes than thousands of men over 
saw with them. Look out for the soldior’s 
crutch and the old man’s staff if they be 
wielded for patriotism or Christianity. In 
garrets, in collars, in sick rooms, in asy- 
lume, in hospitels, how many of the Lord’s 
troops! Some ip one way and some in 
another way efliciont for good. O! hearer, 
is there not some one in your 
house to-night unable to come to the house 
of God through illoess, the most potent 
one for good in your household! Many 
& man with ono arm hasaccomplished moro 
for the kingdom of Ohrist than othors with 
twoarms, Itisnotthe number of gune 
we carry but the way welimber them. It 
is not our grandeur of opportunity, but the 
uso womake of it. With two eyes, and 
two ears, and two hands, and two foot, wo 
may not be worth the space wo occupy, 
while Alexander H, Stephens could make 
his wheeled chair a conqueror’s chariot. 
Sportemen go out to see two atout pugilists 
batter each other into indietinguishable 
visage, but [go outin my discourse to- 
night to see poor eyesight, aud obrivolled 
arm, and paleied foot, and rheumetio knee 
capture Oongressional hall, and Senatorial 
chamber, and gubernatorial chair, and the 
respect of Ohristendom. 

More than anything am 1 impressed, as 
I seo this little one become a thousand, 
with the fact that tho soulis distinot and 
independent of tho body, That man was 
a fool who thought the puny creature of 
tho invalid’s chair was Aloxander H 
Stephens. lt was only the shell of him, it 
was only the scaffolding of so Alhambra, 


it wos only the anchor of a winged ship 
ready to nil away as soon as the im pedi- 
ment waa lifted. Away with all your 
modern agnostic talk about the soul being 
only a developwent of thea body. Do you 
really think that the great Architect of the 
universe would build such «a moagnilicount 
cupola on such an insuffloont foundatik nl 


No, the poor body that this week beroft 
Goorgians shall put into the dust 4s not 
Alexander H. Stephens. Ho lives. He 
widens out into grander existence, He has 
moved up snd on. He has gone among the 
giants, Nover has there been for this oon- 
tury a grander leason of immortality for 
the American people. So large a soul in 
little abody. Whata rolief it must bo to 
get out of the cripplo’s vehicle. What a 
promotion, from the arms of tho dusky 
servants who helped him from room to 
room and up the marble stairs of tho Capi- 
tol at Washington, to the arms of avgols, 
and the arma of Christ, and the arma of 
God. Wing instead of crutch |! Health 
instead of sickness! Rapture instead of 
pain ! Heaven instead of earth. Great and 
gracious spirit, fare thee well until we meet 
again under cloudless skios and in gardens 
of otornal sommer! With more meaning 
than over before that little one has become 
a thousand. 

What a mighty placo heaven muat bo ! 
From exalted and {from humblo spheres 
the great souls are ascending. Roll on, 
swoet day which shall bring us into com: 
panionship with those who on earth were 
so kind and gonial and loving, and who, 
having pnased the flood, are now more 
radiant than when wo knew them here. 
Yes, though you ond I are so weak now, 
we shall be mighty. It doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be, Ten times botter 
than now, a hundred times better, five 
hundred times better. Yea, ‘alittle one 
thall becomo a thousand.” A thousind 
times more speed, a thousand times more 
holiness, a thousand times more strengths 
thousand times more like god. Iam glad 
for this additional evidence that Christian- 
ity is not an imbecile fabrication. O, young 
man, hear this. If religion had been a 
sham, Alexander BH. Stephens was the 
very man to find it out. I am glad to point 
to his name on the scroll of the Gospel 
mighties. On that same scroll the Henry 
Clays, and the Oalhouns, and the Sir 
William Hamiltons, and the Blackstones, 
and the Raphaels, and the Mozarts,and the 
Gladstones, any one of them a thousand. 
Young men scoffed at for your verdaucy 
and weakness in still adhering to tho reli- 
gion of your fathers, I advise you to carry 
in your pocket a scroll a yard long, all fall 
of the names of those who, like Aloxander 
H. Stephens, believed in Ohrist and the 
Bible, and ask these scoffers to explain it.

The Pecuniary Advantage of Re- 
forming Convicts. 


THE DISCIPLINE OF PRISONS, 


BATIBFACTORY DECREASE IN THE NUMBER OF 
CRIMINALS, 

Orrawa, March 16,—Tho roport was lai) 
Upon the tablo of the House to-day by Sir 
Jobn Macdonald, acting tor the Minister of 
Justice. It contains very complete financial 
end criminal statistios, Mr. Moylan, In- 
spector, points out the great importance of 

REFORMING OKIMINALS, 

and not merely punishing them. There 
are about 350 convicts aunually discharged 
from all the penitentiaries. The cost of each 
one to the country is, on an average, $225 
per annum, or $78,850 for the aumber lib- 
erated in tho course of the year. If even 
one third of this number, with their morals 
and habits so far improved by the salutary 
discipline and chastening influences exer- 
cised in their regard while undergoing im- 
prisonment, were returned to society, what 
again tothe public, tothe country. In 
the first place, their cost would be saved, 
and in the second, they would aid by their 
industry in advancing the general prosperity 
and would contribute their quota to the 
public exchequer, 

Mr. Moylan points out what, in his 
opinion, would improve the 

DISCIPLINE OF PRISONERS, 


I, Tho separation of newly received con- 
victa, for some months, and of the habitual 
and incorrigible, from other prisoners. The 
well disposed are now placed in forced 


,| felations with the guilty and the hardened, 


thus encouraging moral contagion, attempts 
to escape, and the plotting of new schemes 
of wickedness and crime. In making 
additions to the several penitentiaries, now 
or in the course of a short time to be en- 
larged or improved, cellular provision can 
be made for the separation proposed. 

II. The proper classification of the pri- 
sonere as far as our system and means for 
doing so will permit. The great advantage 
of this, as exemplified under the Crofton or 
Irish plan, 1 endeavored to show in last 
year's report. 

IIL A meeting of the wardens, chap- 
lains, and inspectors anonally, or even 
once in two years, for the purpose of im- 
proving and making uniform the system of 
administration followed by each peniten- 
tiary.

REDUCTION OF CRIME. 


In connection with this satisfactory ex- 
hibit the inspector says ;----‘* The reduction 
in crime in 1881-82 has eyen exceeded that 
of 188081,and is, on the whole, more 
satisfactory inits nature, for it has been 
more substantial, more general, and more 
equally distributed. Thus, in two years, 
there has beena falling off in the convict 
population of Canada of 151. This isa 
matter upon which every well-wisher of the 
country has grounds for congratulation, We 
haye here conclusive proof that the increase 
of crime, which we had to deplore a few 
years ago, was the consequence of financial 
depression, scarcity of employment and low 
wages. This steady decrease, in view of the 
annual increase of the population of the 
Domionion, argues prosperity, and speaks 
well for the morale of the people, Even in 
Manitoba and British Columbia, where the 
gain, in point of numbers, has been #0 large, 
at the close of the year there was hardly o 
perceptible difference in those penitentiaries 
from the statement of 1881. In Manitoba, 
especially, where the tide of immigration 
has set in so steadily and rapidly,it were not 
surprising should # considerable addition to 
the number of convicts there be the result, 
It is, indeed, most gratifying, and hiyhly 
creditable to the Manitobians, and to the 
Government of that province and the 
North-West to find such comparative im- 
munity from crime a marked characteris- 
tio. May’ this happy state of things long 
continue !”

DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO MUR- 
DER LADY DIXIE. 


Cowar s Disguisedas Women. 


Their Victim Saved by Her Faith- 
iul beg. 


Lonpon, March 18 —Lady Florence Dixie, 
who has repeatedly charged mizapplication of 
the Land League funds, was attacked at 
Windsor yesterday by two mon disguised as 
women. Her dress was cub with daggors, bat 
she received no injury. Lady Florence was 
walking in asecluded spot near the woods 
when two men asked her what timo it was. 


She replied .that she had no watch, 
and. ‘afterwarda noticed, thongh they 
wore women’s clothes, that their faces 


had been shaved, Much alarmed, she start- 
ed to walk away followed by the two 
men, one of whom acizad hor, She strugglod 
to ocsospe, but seeing their daggora fell ina 
swoon. This ocourred at 4 p.m.and shedid not 
recover her senses until 4:45,. Lady Florence 
has-been prostrated to-day. The story of the 
sffair was elicited from her only at intervals, 
The saving of her life in attributed to her St. 
Bernard dog, whioh it is supposed protevted 
her while she lay in a aw: oo,. Lady Florence 
had no reason to suspectimmediate danger, 
although she has been somewhat fearfal 
since the receipt of lettora about the Land 
Loague. The last thing she remembers is 
one of the men pushing a quantity of mud 
into her mouth. On her recovery she found 
both palms were cut across and her gloves 
severed, “ Thoro were two dagger holos: two 
inches apart in the right breast ot her dress, 
and the broad ateel corset rib waa broken 
by the weapon, which penetrated to tho 
inner lining of her dreas at the firet ‘stroke 
and ths coract at the second, Lady Florence 
supposes that unoonsclously struggled with 
the men, amistod by hor dog, until the 
econndreld-were disturbed by. a car: ” pass:

New Method of wenerating tlec- 
tricity, 


A method of generating electricit 
the act of combustion has \X ect he 
by Dr. Brand, of La tochelle. This dis- 
covery, which is yet only in its infancy, will 
probably lead to many developments. Dr 
Brand has an electro-generative torch or | 
candle, which yields a current of electricity 
in the act of burning. It is prepared by 
making @ paste of coal dust and molasses 
and moulding it into a stick, whlch serves 
as the inflammablo wick of acandle. This 
rod is then covered with asbestos ina thin 
sheet, and dipped {nto fused nitrate of 
potash untila good thick coating of nitrate 
adheres. The wick being ignited, {t burns | 
away, and a current of olectricity is drawn 


from the candlo by wires insorted into tho | 
nitrate and coaly wick. Though this cur-

ORASGE INCOKPORATION, 


Moopay, Maroh 19 

Mr. Whito (Hastings) introduced a bill 
to incorporate the Loyal Orange Association 
of British America, 

Tho bill was read a firat timo, 

Mr. Spooker—Whon shall this 
road a second time? 

Mr, White—To-morrow. 

Mr, Ooursol—I beg leave to move in 
ameuduiont that the bill bo road this day 
six months. 

Mr, Small—This iss very unusual pro- 
oveding. Why, the lon. gentleman is not 
aware what the contents of the bill are. 

Mr. White (Hastings)—Sir, this is tho 
fourteenth sossion that I have occupied 4 
seat in this House, and this is tho first 
time in my experience that auch a motion 
has boon made by any member of the 
House. I do not think the hon, gentleman 
knows what the bill contdins, and I think 
it is vory strange in’ View of that, that he 
moved at this stage that the bill be thrown 
out. Is that fair? Is that honest? Isthat 
impartial? Is that the kind of treatment [ 
should receive from the hon gentleman? I 
think it is something that an’intelligent,en- 
lightened people will not put up with. It is 
tyrannical, unjust, and unmanly, and I am 
sure there are enough true, genuine, honest 
men in the House to give us at least an op- 
portunity to place the reasons for asking for 
the bill before the House. (Hear, hear), If 
there is anything objectionable or wrong in 
the bill, I will not find any fault with the 
member who makes this motion if He speaks 


bill be 


| against it,works against it, and does every- 


thing in his power against it. But I would 
ask him if any bill introduced by any soci- 
ety to which he belongs, or in favor of the 
Oburch of his choice, has been moved 
Against or opposed io the manner he is 
opposing this bill and without giving it fair 
consideration? Sir, at all times [ have 
thrown down the olive branch in this 
House in order that this country might 
prosper, and that we might have peace and 
quietness. To-day I ask that the society 
of which I ama member may have the right 
to buy a piece of property, to put a build« 
ing upon it, and to sell it if necessary, I 
ask this free and independent Parliament 
if it is going to refuse us this right? Are 
we not to be allowed to buy a plot of land, 
to hire a mechanic to put upa building, 
and to hold money for the benefit of the 
widows and orphans of the members of our 
order, and if not why not? Jf we were not 
a loyal society, I would ssy, crush us out. 
If we were nota moral society I would say 
crush us ont, But, at all events, giye us 
fair play. We only ask for that and we ask 
for no fayor. We do not ask that our 
society shall not pay taxes. We do not ask 
for anything unusual. I am, indeed, sorry 
that at this stage, the hon. gentleman, 
whom I respect so highly, should have 
considered it to be his duty, in the interest 
of any class in the community, to take a 
course which may prevent the bill from 
being printed, read, circulated, and con- 
sidered. Have we ever treated any meas- 
ure 80 discourteously? I trust wo have 
enough friends in the House to vote down 
this diecourteous amendment, this untimely 
motion. I hope there is indopendsnce 
enough in this Housé to give us British fair 
play, to refuse to crush a measure, or hang 
a msn without trying him, or giying him 
the benefit of a court, Sir, it is a shame 
for a gontleman, who claims to be a court- 
eous Frenchman, to introduce an amend- 
ment of this kind at this stage, and I trust 
it will be defeated. 


Mr: Voursol replied that hv had never 
done anything ungianuly in bis life, that he 
had never sllowed any man to make such 
an accusation against him, ‘‘ and” he went 
on, *‘if it were said outside the House I 
would resent it.” His intention in mak- 
ing the moticn was twofold. Firat to pre- 
vent a discussion which must be acrimo- 
nious and unpleasant, and second,that this 
adsociation, if a secret society, was illegal 
and pot entitlédd to consideration, and if a 
benefit society should be incorporated, if 
at all, by the Provincial Legislatures, For 
these reasons it was a matter of conscience 
with him to propose tho motion he had 
submitted to the House. Mr. Wallace, of 
Wost York, argued that if! Mr. Ooursol’s 
intention was to prevent acrimony and bit- 
terness he had taken the wrong way to 
echieve bis object,for if the bill was rejeot- 
ed by the Houso a large number of the 
people interested in its passage would feel 
that injustice was done them, butif the 
House not only refused to pass but to dis- 
cuss oreven toexamine the bill, they 
would consider that a double wrong had 
been done them. The contents of the bill 
being unknown to the members, he appealed 
to the fair play of the House not to kick 
it out in the way proposed. Mr, Hector 
QCamoron spoke in much the same strain 
and with some warmth, because no bill was 
thrown ont unless there was something so 
iniquitous about it that Parliament would 
not allow it even to be considered. Mr. 
Coursoll’s avowed attempt to avoid discus- 
sion ho characterizod as hardly consonant 
with the dignity of Parliamont, which 
should fully and fairly consider every quea- 
tion that came bofore it, If there were 
constitutional or other grounds for rejecting 
the bill let them’ reject it, but until that 
had been decided-they should not throw it 
out ip this almost unprecedented way, Mr 
Ourran, of Montreal, pointed ont that the 
bill had been read a first time, which ho 
belioved ‘one’ step further than a similar 
bill had been allowed to go without 
opposition when presented to tho As- 
sombly of the old Province of Onanada. 
Thore‘was to his mind, thorefore,no discour- 
teay, and the arene to avoid discussion 
he thought advisable under tho olroum- 
stances. Mr. Scriverspoko in favor of 
allowing the bill to go to the second reading 
on the general principle that it would be 
digcourteous to the gentleman who intro- 
duced it, to whom in passing he paid a 
compliment for the length and value of his 
sorvicesas a momber of Parliament, but 
unfair to those whose interests were allect- 
od, Ho (Mr. Scriver) expressed no opinion 
upon the merits of the bill, for the season 
that he had not seon it, and hold himsolf 
yorfectly froe to decide upon it when ho 
find had an opportunity of fully considoring 
it. 

The next speaker, Mr, Burns, of Glou- 
costor, N, B,, who seconded Mr, Ooureol’s 
motion, explained that he also had been 
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moved by 4 desire to avoid discussion, 
drow a distinction betwoon this end other 
bill; that this wasso woll known there 
could be no disconrtesy in throwing it out 
at thisatage, It was quite evident to him 
aloo that this was a matter for the Local 
Logialature to deal with, Though the socie- 
ty intorested in the bill did not work against 
individuals, yet it was directed against one 
particular denomination. The sponker was 
interrapted by ories of ‘‘ No, no !""and was 
about to take up the challenge and quote 
authorities to sustain his position, but on the 
whispered advico of a friend near him he 
refrained from entering into the general 
morita of the question, Mr. Auger expressed 
hin willingness tohavethe bill cometo a 
second reading, reserving his right to decide 
upon its merits when it came up, Mr, 
Armatrong spoke in much the same strain 
declaring that ho was not an Orangeman and 
nover expected to be one, but every subject 
had a right to potition, and to vote the bill 
down at this stage seemed to bim much like 
refusing to listen toa petition presented to 
the House, : 

Mr. Dawson also spoke to the same effect, 

Mr. Hawkins—As a now mombor of the 
House L crave the indolgenos of the House 
for afew moments, If] ceuld have. been 
the chooser I should have selected some 
other subjoct on which to first address this 
honorable body, but under the circumatan- 
ces I foel called upon to say why I am: not 
disposed to rejest this measure without 
firkt giving it consideration. During the 
time | have been here, 1 have seen bills 
introduced for the inoorporation of religi- 
ous bodies with which I am connected and 
of which Tam a momber. I have seen 
these bills. received and given due con- 
sideration upon their merits, I have also 
seen measures introduced with respect to 
colleges and other institutions of other 
creeds; bat it remains for mo,coming from 
the great province of Onatario, » Roman 
Catholic, representing the most Protestant 
riding in Oatario,to see a bill for the inoor- 
poration of any body thrown out before 
the House has informed itself of the con- 
tents of the measure, The other evening 
when a resolution was proposed to decide 
the King’s, Prince Edward Island election 
caso upon sn uninformed vote, I for one, 
felt perfectly justified in voting against it, 
Upon the same ground, in regard to_ this 
question, I desire before giving a decisive’ 
vote, to know whatthe applicants for tle 
bill ask of this House, If I find, upon ex- 
amination, that their objects are contrary 
tothe public interest, contrary to the 
interests of society at large, then I shall 
vote against it. But we have been told 
that it was advisable that there should be 
no discussion of this question. May I be 
allowed to ask apon what counsels auch a 
decision was arrived at, upon a matter 
which is submitted to the House for its 
earnest, impartial consideration? I say, 
being widely familiar with the feeling in 
Ontario on this subject, that Ldo not be- 
lieve my constituents, Catholic or Protestant 
would justify me in treating this question in 
the discourteous mannernow proposed. But, 
Mr. Speaker, whatever may have been the 
history of the asdociation which went under 
a similar name to that seeking incorpora- 
tion from the House in other lands, 1 am 
satisfied that in this country, at this time 
of day, there is no man who will stand up 
and attempt to prove the organization now 
under discussion is disloyal. Neither can 
any mau suaccessfully prove that the asso- 
ciation seeking incorporation is illiberal 
in its treatment of the body to which I 
belong. (Hear, hear.) Why,Mr.Speaker, 
there would be no man in this House, 
hailing from the Province of Oatario,of the 
Catholic persuasion,to rise in his place, and 
express any opinion on this question, were 
it not for the principal of broad liberality 
which prevails everywhere in Ontario

among the members of this sasociation. I |: 


do not say that this bill should pass. 1 do 
not aay it is in the public interest that it 
should pass as it stands, Nay, I can even 
plead that I hayeno knowledge of what the 
partioulars of the case may be. All I know 
is, that when a great body of loyal citizens, 
scattored throughout the provinces of the 
Dominion and numbering in Oatario hun- 
dreds of thousands, approach this House in 
a respectable spirit, aud.ask for the incor- 
poration of their society, the House would 
not be treating them with that spirit of 
liberality and toleration with which it is 
accustomed to treat applicants for legisla- 
tien if it rejected their appeal in the man- 
ner proposed by the amendment now 
before us. Are wehailing from Ontario 
to be told that the Oravge question shall 
not be discussed in the House? Are we to 
be told that Orangeism is something it is 
not safe to examine on ita merits-| Why, 
the Gorérnment of our province has forced 
this question upon us as a leading issue 
during the past ten years. Not only that, 
Mr. Speaker, but the Liberal Administra- 
tion of Ontario, when this question was 
before the Logislature, voted for the in- 

corporation of this society,and the bill pas- 

sed the Local House by a large majority, 

Although great complaints are made in 
reyard to the interference of this House in 
the questions of a provincial character, this 
matter was relegated to Ottawa ; but it was 
referred back to the Logislature,and there 
it has remained from that day to this. 

Now I um informed by my Catholic ocon- 

stituents that in Nova Sootia Orange inoor- 
peration has been accepted as a peace 
offering, and that it has boen the means of 
doing away with those Old Country troubles 
and bitternesses which should never have 
found a foothold in this country. Iam told 
further by members from that provinoe 
that tho passage of the bill has had the 
effect of almost» extinguishing the Orange 
order, Iam told that sinoo the bono of 
contention has been removed,since Orauge- 
men have received that megsuro of con- 
sidoration from ‘their legislators which 
other bodles receive,the Orange body,from 
a Catholic point of view,has been rendered 
entirely and completely harmless, Now,in 
Ontario we know that under a gonoral Act 
the various lodges oan go and get incorpora- 

tion. 

Mr, Curran—Why don’t they go! 

Mr. Hawkins—They havo gono thore,and 
have beon received ina hypocritical manner.

Orange Incorporation. 


The debate on Mr. John White's resolu- 
tion,'which was moved in the House of 
Commons on Monday, for tho passage to 
a second» reading on another day, of 
the Ofange Incorporation Bill, and the 
division which took place on the same, give 
good ground for hoping that the measure 
will psas, Tho majority (5) was, however, 
eo small and the number of members 
absent (28) so great, that it is within the 
bounds of possibility that the measure 
might be defeated on the second reading. 
The feature of the debate were the earnest 
and able®ppeal of Mr. White; the liberal, 
sensible aud manly address in support of 
the measure by Mr, Hawkins—a Roman 
Catholic—which was endorsed by Mr. 
Dawson, alsoa Roman Oatholio; and} the 
calm and convincing speech of Hon, Mr. 
Bowell. 

It is much to be regretted that the 
French Oanadian and Roman Oatholic 
Conservative members were less liberal 
than they usually are in matters of such o 
natore, Perhaps they mistook tho true 
import of the measure, despite the clear 
expositions of its character and intent 
which were piven by Messrs, Bowell and 
White: In no other way can we account 
for their votiog, with the four exceptions 
of two Irish Roman Oatholics, one Scotch 
Roman Ustholio and one French Uanadian 
Raman Oatholio against a Bill of so {nno- 
cent—so eminently just and proper—a 
character. That the measure is of the 
character wnich we hrve described, and 
that it offers offence to no one, will be 
apparent from the following summary of 
ita provisions, which is supplied by the 
Ottawa correspondent of the Mail ; 


It has six clauses, Tho preamblo {a :— 
** Whereas the Loyal Orange Association of 
British America is a religious and benevolent 
association, composed of members of tbe vari 
ous lodges, calle! and known as the grand, 
Provincial, county, district, and private lodg- 
es, existing in the various parta of Canada ” 
The firat clause is the ordinary incorporation 
clause, with the name, The second gives the 
association power to acquire real estate in any 
of the provinces ot the Dominion, in accord 
ance with the laws of such provinces. The 
third clause vests all property now held in 
trost for the lodges in the corporation. The 
fourth provides for the continuance of the 
Constitution and by-laws of the association 
now in existence until regularly altered, The 
fifth clause gives power to the Grand Lodge 
to confer by by-laws upon the subordinate 
lodges the power to acquire and to sell in the 
name of the said corporation real and personal 
property for the use of ssid lodges. The sixth 
clause gives power to the association to estab- 
lish new lodgev, ana to receive new members, 


Such being the provisions of the Bill, 
which embody an act of justice long delayed 
through the trickery and treachery of Mr. 
Mowat—namely, the conferring upon the 
Loyal Orange Association of tho right to 
acquire, hold and administer property in 
accordance with the laws of the yarious 
provincés—we trost that those who are

Speakor, when I sit down to my breakfast, 
(thoy place before mo a dish containing 
oranges. 1 think it would bo just as ren. 
sonable for me to turn to tho waiter ond 


say, How dare you to place feuit of so 
dbjoctionable a color bofore me,as it would 
bo.to. say, I don’t object to tho principle of 
this bill, I do not object to the idea that 
those people should haye, their own pro- 
perty, but I do objvot to the word Orange. 
Why have an overlasting quarrol with that 
word apd with thatoolor? I cannot con- 
ceive, Mr. Speaker, that’ the bill will be 
thrown out in- the manner proposed: I 
capnot conceive it willbe rejected except 
after consideration of its morits. I aball, 
therofore, yoto against the amondment in 
order that the bill may come before the 
Houso, and we may hear tho reasons ad- 
vanced for and against its passage. 
Mr. Bowoll—I think it 1s well that the 
yontlemen who are about to record their 
votes on this point should understand pre- 
cisely what tho motionis, Krom the remarks 
that have fallen from soyeral members, it 
gooms to me they are ander the impression 
that the vote is for the second reading. 
That is not the motion as I understand it. 
The first'reading has been given, and the 
hon. membor for East Hastings (Mr. White) 
moved that.a future day-shall be aot for the 
second reading. The amendment to that 
is that the bill be read a second time thie 
day oix months. The hon. member for 
Montreal Oentre (Mr. Curran) said that was 
the course pursued when a similar bill was 
brought before the House in 1866, I think 
he is not strictly correct in that remark. 
That bill was introduced ond read a first 
time, and a day was fixed for the second 
roading. I bave before me the motion for 
the six months’ hoist, which was made when 
the second reading was moved. The dis- 
courtesy which it has been olaimod is now 
shown is, that the House is asked to refuse 
to allow the bill to be considered at some 
future period. Now, whatever may be the 
opinion of the House upon the morits of 
the bill, I think it would be only a matter 
of courtesy if the second reading were al- 
lowed to be fixed, and then anybody who 
chooses can discuss the principle of the 
measure, which is simply, as I understand 
it—for I frankly confess that [ have not 
read the whole of it—to permit a certain 
aociety to hold property upon which they 
can- erect buildings, and to dispose of it 
if they choose. ‘Then, if it is sent to 
the committee, they can throw it out, as I 
have known them todo before, if it is 
decided to be unconstitutionaland to belong 
exclusively to the Local Legislature, That 
is the usual course pursued on questions 
vf this kind. There aro other reasons 
which might induce many hon. members to 
vote against this bill which I do not pro 
pose to discuss to-night, Lam quite satistied 
of this, and I make the assertion with the 
full knowledge of what I am speaking about, 
that it will not be to the detriment of the 
Orange institution, or the principles upon 
which it is based, is it has the full, clear, 
and calm discussion which this House would 
ive it if it were necessary. My hon. friend 
from Gloucester (Mr. Burns) says it is well 
known what the principles of the Orange 
order are. Lam not discussing that ques- 
tion. I will leave that to my hon, friend 
from Bothwell (Mr. Hawkins). I am very 
glad to kuow that whateyer divisions may 
have been in the past between certain 
classes of eociety in the Proviuce of Ontario 
they havo learned there to live and let live, 
and I think I can say to my Roman Catholic 
fellow-subjec s in that province that they 
have always been treated fairly in mattera 
affecting the general weal. lam not going 
intoa defence of the” principles of the 
Orange order. I can say to my hon. 
friend from Gloucester that if he takes the 
troublé to read thé Orange constitution, 
all he can say of the members of that order 
isto class them, as a Oatholic geutle- 
man did in conversation with me once, as 
If they may be 
considered to be that, I suppose the Pro« 
testant portion of the community have as 
much right to have an extreme section of 
thoir party as have the Outholics. I mero- 
ly rose to say to my hon. friend from 
Gloucester that it may not be necessary 
that there should be a super loyal or ultra 
loyal society in this country, bound to 
maintain thé connection between this 
country and the British Orown, and ready 
upon all occasions to defend her Majesty 
against internal or external attacks. Oer- 
tainly a society of this kind, so long as it 
adheres to these principles, cannot by any 
possibility do any harm. I do not pretend 
to say that there are not others equally as 
loyal as we are, but [ think it cannot bo an 
objection to any society that it should be 
called a loyal institution. All we have 
before us now is the question of naming a 
day for the second reading. If on that oo- 
casion the merits of the bill aro gone into, 
I shall be prepared as an individual mem- 
ber of the association, to discuss its consti- 
tution and principles,and I think I can say 
that unless objection is taken, as my hon. 
friend from Bothwell says, to the one word 
“ Orange,” few members of any church 
will object to the fundamental principles 
upon which this institution is based. In 
the meantime, we have simply to say whe- 
ther we will allow this bill to be set down 
for the second reading for afuture day 
and that is the only \Yuestion we are oalled 
upon to discuas. 


Mr. Ives attached great weight to Mr. 
Bowell’s speech, and spoke of that gentle- 
man as ospecially representing the battle of 


the Boyne in this House, He asked Mr. 
Bowell whether ho spoke on behalf 
of himself, of the 


Orange Association, 

or of the Government, Mr. Bowell—‘*For 
for nobody else.” Mr. Beaty, of Toronto, 
spoke in much the same terms as othera of 
the discourteay to a large body of intelligent 
men which would be inyolved in the .vote 
in favor ofthe motion, He knew~ nothing 
of the bill, but kuow of noreason why the 
mombers should not be allowed to consider 

it, Mr, McNoill was the lant speaker, and 
he for the same reason as the others favor- 

| od tho bill going to s second reading and 
urged upon Mr. Ooursol to withdraw 
amendment, 

Tho vote was takon, when Mr. Uoursol’'s 
motion was defeated by 89 yens to 14 nays.

The Mounted Police. 


Tho Canadian public will be interested to 
hear of the Canadien officers and a Canadian 
force, being spoken of ao bighly in England as 
they have boon of late, 

We olip from the Colonics and India, a 
weekly jourval, the fullowing oxtract from 
on addross given by the Right Rov. the Bishop 
of Saskatchewan, before the Royal Institute, 
London, England, which has for its members 
macy of tho first mon in the Empire, headed 
by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, 

In the unas oidable absence of bis Grace the 
Dake of Manchester, K. P,, the chair was 
taken by Sir Alexeuder T, Galt, G.O.M G, 
Vic» President of the Council, 

On boing called on by the Chairman tor the 
promised address, the Bishop of Saskatohe- 
wan, in speaking of Manitoba and the North 
weat Territories, in the most interesting and 
slowing torms, sald ; 

I wont ‘hrough tho different Indian Re- 
serves, and came in contact with not a few 
Chiefa, For example, I haye had the honor 
of dining with Crowfoot, who is the head of 
all the great Chiefs of the Blackfoot nation, 
I dined with him in company with members 
of the Northwest Mounted Pollce Foros, 

I cannot fail to say a word in reference to 
that Northwest Forve, which consists of only 
300 or 400 mon—a species of mounted Cavalry, 
who have during the last three or four yosrs 
dono a great deal of soryice in Canada (bear, 
hear). They have been well officered, and so 
great & power have they exhibited over tho 
minds of the Intians, that although the In- 
dians fn that section of tho rountry aro nearly 
20,000 strong, those 300 or 400 mon have ex- 
perionced sufficient moral inflaence to keep 
them in perfect subjection. 

A good many years ago not long after the 
police force was formed, Major Crozier, at 
the novd of a few men, was sent out coar the 
Rocky Mouvtains to intercopt a large oanopy 
of Amerioan traders, who had come into the 
country carrying great quantities of whiskey 
with them, which they sold to the Indians for 
their horses, demoralizing them toa great 
dogreo, Major Crozier camo upon this large 
assemblage of traders ; they wore armed, and 
the Major feeling ho was greatly outnumbered 
rodo uptothem and demanded that thoy 
should Isy down their arms, They hesitated 
todoso. The Major thereupon said be would 
give them # minuté'to decide, and if they did 
not lay down their arms he would fire. Be- 
fore a minute their arms were laid down, and 
the Majorfound large quantities of pure 
alcohol in tins of ten gallonseach, which 
they had brought into the country against the 
Jaw. . The aloohol was spilt upon the ground, 
and the men were teken to court and fined 
heavily, and thos it has been, by means of a 
firm determination on the part of the Govern- 
ment, aided by tho courage, loyalty and 
fesolution of this North-West Mounted Police 
Force that order has been kept throughout 
the length and breadth of the countyy, 
(Cheers.) Sothat without exaggeration, I 
venture to say there is no part of Hor Majesty’a 
dominions where an unprotected traveller can 
pase to and fro with more perfect safety than 
through this very Indian country of the North- 
West.

Mr, A, Stavely Hill, Q O,M.P., in 
speaking of the Indians of the North-West, 
said: I quite beliove with the Bishop that 
they are persons whom we oould teach a good 
deal ; I have lived amongst them for weeks, 
and I have seldom had a meal but some In- 
dian had shared it with me. He is an absolute 
speaker of the truth himself. Do justice to 
the Indians and they will respect you as they 
did the Hudson’s Bay Company—as they do 
Colonels Macleod and Irvine and Major Cro- 
zier and’ men ofthe Mounted Police, whom 
they have found firm and jast, not only with 
themeelves, but with the whiskey tradors,and 
to whom {s due the present oxcollent state of 
law. and order, which exists throughout the 
North-West, (Cheers,) 


Orange Incorporation. 


FULL TEXT OF THE BILL, 


The following is the text of tho bill to inoor- 
porate the Orange Association : 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE ‘* THE LOYAL ORANGE 
ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH AMERICA,” 


Whereas the Loyal Orange Assoolation of 
British America is a religious and benevolent 
assoolation, composed of members of the vari- 
ous lodges called and known as the Grand, 
Provincial, County, District, and Private 
Lodges, existing in the various parts of Capa. 
da ; and whereas the said association has by 
its petition prayed for an Aot of Incorporation 
to enable it to carry on its work, and it Is 
deemed expedient to grant the prayer of the 
said petition ; Therefore’ Her Majssty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as fol- 
lows :~- 

1, All the members of the said association 
in any part of the Dominion of Canada, and 
all porsous who shall hereafter booome mom- 
bers of the said association, are hereby Incor- 
porated by the namo of ‘* The Loyal Orange 
Association of British America,” 

2. In addition’ to the powers mentioned in 
“Tho Interpretation Act,” the said corpora- 
tion shall haye power to acquire real estate ia 
any of tho provinces of the Dominion, in ao- 
cordance with the laws of suoh provinces, and 
to hold the same for the purposo of providing 
lodge rooms for the Grand, Provioclal,Oounty, 
District and Private Lodges ; and may, when 
the same is no longer required for the use of 
the corporation,alicnate the same,and none of 
the mortmaino laws shall apply to tho said cor- 
poration, 

3. All property now held in truet for any 
of the lodges of the sald Orange Association 
aball vost in tho said corporation forthe par- 
tioular purposes sot forth'in the instruments 
cresting the said trust, 

4. Tho constitution and By-lawa of the 
said association fin existence at the time 
of the passing of,this Aot shall, from and im- 
mediately after tho passing heroof, become and 
continue applicable to the sald corporat on 
until the asame are altered in the manner 
pointed ont in tho said constitution and By- 
laws ; and all the powers and dutios vested in 
the said soveral lodges and tho officora thoreof, 
undor tho said constitution and By-laws,shall 
bo exercised and performed by tho said lodges 
and officers after the passing of this Act,in tho 
samo way 6 tho said powers and duties have 
been exerdised end performed under the said 
constitution and By-laws before the passing of 
this Aot, until the said powors and duties are 
altored under the esid Constitution and Ry- 
lawe, 

5, For the purpose of faoiliating the soqui- 
sition and sale of property for tho use of any 
of the said Provincial, County, District, and 
Private lodges, the Grand Lodgo may, by By- 
law, confor upon tho said Provincial, County 
District and Privato lodgos power to acquire 
in tho namo of the said corporation reai or 
immovable, or porsonal or movable property, 
for tho uso of tho waid lodges rospootively ; 
and to soll any property possossed for tho uso 
of tho sald lodgos at tho timo of tho passing of 
this Act, or any proporty which may bo ao- 
quired efter tho passing theroof, and may for 
those purposes confer upon any officer of tho 
anid lodgo power to execute in the namo of 
tho said corporation by aflirming the soal of 
tho said corporation, and by othorwleo attost- 
ing the execution of all augh conveyances a4

Discourse by Rey. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, 


THE ROYAL EXILE. 


‘*Surely He hath borne our griefs and carried 
our sorrows,” —TIsaiah, liii. 4. 

Far up and far back in the history of heav- 
en there came a period when the most illus- 
trious citizen was about to absent Himself, 
He was not going to sail from beach to beach; 
we have often dono that. He was not going 
to put out from one hemisphere to another 
hemisphere ; many of us have dono that. Bat 
he was to sail from world to world, the spaces 
unexplored and the immensities untravolled, 
No world had ever hailed heaven, and heayen 
had never bailed any other world, I think 
that the windows and the balconies were 
thronged, and that the poesrline beach was 
crowded with those who had come to see Him 
sail out of the harbor of light into the ocean 
beyond. Ont and out and out, and on and on 
and on, and down and down and down He 
sped, until one night, with only oné to greot 
Him when He arrived, His disémbarkation so 
unpretending, to quiet, that it was not known 
on earth until the excitement in the oloud 
gave intimation to tho Bethlehem rustics that 
something grand and glorious had ty welts 
Who comes there? From what port did he 
sail? Why was this the placo of His destina- 
tion? I question the shepherds. I question 
the camel drivers, I question the angels, 
have found oat. Uo wasan exile. But the 
world has bad plenty of exiles, Abranam an 
exile from Ur of Chaldeo, John an exile from 
Ephosus, Kosciusko an exile {from Poland, 
Mazzinian exile from Rome, Emmet an exile 
from Ireland, Victor Hugo an exile from 
France, Kossuth an exile from Hungary, 
But this One of whom I speak to-day had 
such resounding farewell and oame into such 
chilling receptior —for not oven a hoatlor went 
out with his lantern to light Him in—that Ho 
is more to be celebrated than any other oxpa- 
triated oxilo of earth or heaven. 

First, I remark that Christ was an imperial 
exile, He got down off athrono. Ho took 
offatiara, He closed a palace gate bebind 
Him, His family were princes avd princosses, 
Vashti was turned ont of the throne room by 
Ahasucrus, David was dethrone by Absa- 
lom’s infamy. The five kings wero hurled 
into a cavern by Joshua’s o-urago Some of 
the Henrys of England and some of the Louis 
of France were jostied on their thrones by 
dircontented subjects, But Christ was never 
moro honored, or more popular, or more loved 
than tho day He lefthoayeo. Australian oxilo 
vory severo for English orimina's, Siberian 
exile very dévere for Russian political offen- 
dors; bot Christ turned Himself out from 
throno-room into sheep-pon and down from 
the top to the bottom. © was not pushed 
off, He was not manaoled for foreign trant.

Yos, Ubriat oame to the poorest part of this 
barren ieland of a world—Asia minor, with ite 
intense summors, unfit for the residence of a 
foreigner, and inthe rainy soason unfit for 
the residence of a foreigner, Christ came not 
to auch aland os Amorios, or Eoglaod, or 
F anoo, or Germany, but to a lend one-third 
ofthe yoor drowned, another third of the 
year burned up, and only one third of the 
vear juet tolerable. Of1t was the barron 
island of a world, Barron onough for Christ, 
for it gave such small worship, and sooh in- 
adequato affection, and such little gratitude, 
Imporiel exile on the barren island of a world. 

I go furthor and tell you that Ho was an 
exile in a hostile country, Turkey not so 
mach against Rassias, France not so much 
against Gormany,as this carth against Christ, 
Is took him through tho door of a stable, It 
thrust him out at tho point of nm spear, The 
Roman government against Him with every 
bayonot of ite army, and every decision of 
its courts, and every beak ofits war oaglos. 
For years aftor His arrival, the only question 
was bow bost to put Him out. Herod hated 
Him, the high pricst bated Him, Gestas, the 
dying thief hated Him. The whole earth 
soomingly turned ivte detective to watch His 
stops and yet Ho faced this ferocity, Then 
notioe thut moat of Christ’ wouads wero in 
front’ Some soourging on the shoulders, but 
the most of Uhbrist’s wounds in front., H 
was noton retreat whon Heexpired, Faco to 
face with the world's forovity, Face to face 
with the world’s sin. Fade to face with the 
world’s woo, His eye on the raging counten- 
ances of His foaming antagonists when he 
expired, When the cavalry officer roweled 
his steed so that he might come nrarer up snd 
aco the tortared visage of the suffering exile 
Obrist saw it, When the spear was thrust at 
His side and when the hammer was lilted for 
His foot, and when the reed was raisod to 
strike deeper down the spikes of thorn, 
Christ watohed the whole procedure, Whon 
His haods were fastened to the cross they wore 
wide open still with benediction, Mind you 
His head was not fastened ; He oou'd look to 
tho right and He oould look to the Joft, and 
He oould look up and He oould took 
down, Hosaw whenthe spikes had been 
driven home and hard,round, iron heads were 
in the palms of His hends; Hosaw them as 
plainly a4 you ever saw anything in the palms 
ef your bands, No ether, no chloroform, no 
meroifal anesthetio to dull or stupify, bot 
wide awake, He saw the obscuration of the 
heavens, the unbalancing of the rocks, the 
countenances quivering with rage and the 
cacchination disbolic. O! it was the hiebile 
as well as the barren island of a world, 

I go further, and tell you that this exile 
was far from home, It is ninety-five million 
miles from hore to the suv, and all astrono- 
mers agree in saying that our solar syatem is 
only one of the small wheels of the great ma- 
chinery of the universe turning sround some 
one great centre, the centre so far distant it is 
beyond all imagination and calcalation,and if, 
as some think, that great centre in the dis- 
tance in heaven, Christ came far from home 
when He came here Have you ever thought 
of the homesiokness of Christ? Some of you 
koow what homesickness is when you have 
been only a few weeks absent from the do: 
mestioc circle. Christ wss thirty-three years 
away from home. Some of you feel home- 
siokuess when you sre a bundred ora thousand 
miles away from the domostio cirole. Obhrist 
was more willions of miles away from home 
than you could oalcuate if in all your life you 
did nothing but calculate. You kaow what 
it is to be homesick even amid pleasant sur 
roundiogs, but Christ slept in huts, and He 
was athirat and He was ahangered, and He 
was all the way from being born in another 
man’s barn to being buried in another men’s 
grave. I have read how the Swiss, when they 
aro far away from their native country, at the 
sound of their national air get eo homesick 
that they fall into melancholy and sometimes 
they die uoder the homesickness, PutO! 
the homesickness of Christ. Poverty home- 
sick for celestial riches. Persecution homes ck 
for Hossanos. Weariness homesick for rest, 
Homesick for angelio and archangelio ddm- 
panionship Homesick to get cut of the 
night and the s'orm and the world’s execra- 
tion. Homesictness will make & week scem 
as long asa montb, auditse:ms to mo that 
the three decades of Christ’s residenoo on 
earth must have seomed to Him almost in‘er- 
minable. You baye often tried to moasuore 
the other pangs of Christ, but you have never 
tried to measure the ingratitude and p_nder- 
osity of a Savior’s homesickness, 

1 takeastep further and tell you that 
Chriet was in an exile which he knew would 
end in assassioation, Holman Haunt, the 
master painter, bas a picture lo which he re- 
presents Josus Chist in tho Nazarene carpen- 
ter shop, Around him ore the sawe, the 
hammers, the axes, the drilla of carpentry, 
The picture represents Christ as rising from 
the oarpenter’s working bench and wearily 
atretobiog out His arms as one will after being 
in contracted or uncomfortable posture, and 
the light of that picture isso arranged that 
the arms of Christ wearily stretched forth, 
together with His body, throw on the ground 
thes adow of a oross. O! my friends, that 
shadow Was on everything in Christ’s lifetime, 
Shadow of s cross on the Bethelehem swad- 
dling clothes, Shadow of a cross on ther ad 
over whioh the three fagitives fled into 
Egypt. Shadow of « cross on Lake Galileo ay 
Christ walked its mosaic floor of opal end 
emerald and crystal. Shadow of a cross on the 
book Kedron, and of tho temple, and on the 
side of Ulivet. Shadow of & cross on sunrise 
and sunset, Constantine, marching with his 
army, saw jaet once a cross in the sky, bat 
Christ saw the ord ailthe time Ona rough 
journey wo cheer ourselves with the fact that 
it will eod in warm hovpitality ; but Christ 
koow that His rough path would end ata 
defoling d tree without one leaf and with 
ovly two branches, bearing fruit of such b tter- 
ness as no human lips bad ever tasted, O| 
what an oxilo—startiog in an infancy without 
any oradle, and ending in assassination. 
Thiret without any water, Day without any 
sunlight, ‘The doom of a desperado far moro 
than angelic excellence. For what that ex- 
patristion “and that exile? World! good 
somethimes oumes from worldly oyil. The 
accidental glence of a sharp blade froma 
razor grinder’s wheel put out the eye of Gam- 
betta and excited sympathies which gained 
him an education and started bim on a carcer 
that made bid name more majestic among 
Frenchmen than any other namo in tho last 
docade, Hawthorne, turned out of the office 
of collector at Salem, wont homo in despair, 
His wife touched him onthe shouldor and 
said, ‘ Now is the timo to write your book,” 
and his famous Soarlot Lettor was tho bril- 
liant consequence. Worldly good sometimes 
comes from worldly evil, Then bo not un- 
unbelieving when I tell you that from the 
groatest orimo of all otornity and of tho whole 
univoreo, the murder of the Son of God, there 
shall como rosulta whioh shall oolipse all the 
grandoura of oternity past and otornity to 
como, Christ, an exile from horven, oj ening 
tho way for the deportation toward hoayven 
and to heaven of all those who will acoopt the 
proffer, Atonement, o ship large on: ux! 
toke all the parson era thet will ocmo at 
it, Iu my boyh od TI often used toh 
fathor talk with onthualasm of the C 
tion Society whioh proposed to talce +

A HIGHLY SUC ESSEUL AFFAIR, 


(Specially Reported for the Inte Ligencer,) 

In acoordance with previous announce- 
ment, ® public dinner in honor of A. F, 
Wood, Etq., M.P.P. elect for North Hast 
loge, was held at Diamond's Hotel, Queens- 
boro, on the nightof Friday, March 23d. 

Tho attendance was very large, including 
many of the most prominent Gonservatives 
in the Riding and several from the East 
and West Ridinvs, and every seat in the 
dining room was filled, 

The chair was taken by the Prosident of 
the North Hastings Liberal Conservative 
Association, John Onskey, Exq., Reeve of 
Madoo, and the Vice-chair by Daniel 
Thompson, Eeq , of Elzevir, 

On the right of the Chairman were A. F. 
Wood, Esq., M.P.P., Dr. Boulter, W. P. 
Hudson, M.P.P., Rev'd Mr. Smith, of 
Bridgewater, and John R..Ketcheson, Esq. , 
of Madoc. On the left were tho Hon. Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, Minister of Oustoms, John 
White, Eaqg., M.P., Geo. D. Dickson, Q.0., 
Wm. Jones, Eaq., of Madoo, Peter Gunter, 
Esq., Reeve of Tudor, and others. 

The Vice-chairman had on his right Jas. 
Tuttle, Esq., Reeve of Elzevir ; Samuel 
Rollins, Esq., John Robertson, Esq., of 
Madoc ; on his left Wm. Thompson, Esq., 
Deputy Reeve of Madoc, Johu VU. Rose, Esq., 
Deputy Reeve of Sidney, Wm. Johu Allen, 
Esq., Madoo, John West, and Ohas. Eog- 
lish, Madoc ; L. Empey, Wm, Jones, Wm. 
Pigden, Jas. Harris, John Kollins, Simon 
Wiggins, Wm. Wiggins, Jno, W. Huffman,

A most bountiful supply of substantials 
and delicacies was furnished by mine host, 
which was done ample justico to by fhe 
guests, the tables having to be set twice to 
accommodate all.

The Ohairman read lettera of regret from 
Alex. Robertson, M.P., the state of whose 
health prevented his attendance, and Mr, 
Roe and Mr, Oarnegie, M.P.Ps,, who were 
unavoidably detained at home. The fol: 
lowing toasts were then proposed snd fit- 
tingly honored : 

“The Queen.” Song—God Saye the 


Queen. 

“The Prinoe of Wales and Members of 
the Royal Family.” 

‘The Army, Navy, and Volunteers.” 

‘“The Governor-General and Lieutenant 
Governor.” 

“Our Gueat.” A. F, Wood Esq., M. P. 
P., in rising to reply was recoived with 
loud cheers, He. expressed his pleasure 
and his pride at the splendid reception given 
him, Alluding to the contest, he remarked 
that every contest had its peouliar features, 
He did not,as a rule,yremember the proceed- 
ings during a contest, but the late contest 
developed come peculiar features. He 
alluded to the slanderous statements made 
and personal attacks, always behind his 
back. He had spoken at some 20 publio 
meetings and he had challenged his slande:- 
ers to meet him on the public platform, but 
not one of them eyer had the moral courage 
todo so. He took special pleasure | in 
stating that from the commencement of the 
canvass Dr. Boulter gave him his active 
and valuable assistance. During and since 
the campaign, these same libellers asserted 
that, if elected, he would’do as & late 
representative of East Hastings had done, 
desert the party which olected him, and 
with which he was identilied. He assured 
his auditors that so long as he was honored 
with a seat in the Legislature, he would aup- 
port the Liberal Conservative-party. His 
opponent had neyerapoken in publioto make 
any pledge or atatement for which he could 
beheld responsible, Whilst we have rights 
in Province peculiarto ourselyes, yet all 
our rights must be subservient to the 
general weal of the whole. Confederation 
was brought about asthe rosult of a dead- 
lock. It prospered under a Oonserva- 
tive Administration. It receded under a 
Grit regime, again to progress with rapid 
strides when once more placed under o 
Government of Sir John A, Macdonsld— 
an exceptionally able Government. To 
illustrate the wonderful progress of the 
country; In 1872, we bought manufac- 
tured cottons to the value of.over $10,- 
000,000, a little over $2,000,000 of raw 
material.

A Brief Desorption of the Struc- 
ture, 


In the month of October last, the work of 
erecting a» now olevator, on tho site of the 
gain storehouse, (* short time provioutly des- 
troyed by fire), was begua by Downey & 
Preaton Tho burned property wan a pact of 
the city’s estato and as the firm above named 
was desirous of utilising tho location for the 
purpores of an elwvator, negotiations wore 
entored into betweon the firm and city, and 
an equitable arrangement coneammated, Tho 
result is the erection of an elevator and grain 
warchouso thatcannot be surpas edin tho 
Dominion. 

A reporter of TH" INTELLIORNCER waa do- 
tailed to ‘‘sizo up” the etracture and append 
ed will be found the result of bis efforts : 

The storehouse, which rests upon stene 
fourdations two feet apart,is 34 foot x 72 fect 
and is 44 feot high. It is divided into bios, 
twelve in number, six on each side, each 14 
foot x 12 feet, and 32 feot high, and having 5 
capacity of 6,000 bushels each. A notwork 
of iron braces traverses the storehoure each 
way, the distance between cach being from 
tour to fivo fect, This part of tho building is 
as solid. and substantial as such a otrao ure 
abould be, and itis expectoito fill all the 
needed r«quirements of the firm. 

The dimensions of the elevator aro 34 feet x 
28 feet Dinches x 20 feet 3 inches and 80 feet 
high divided into tixetories. Projecting from 
he front of the building is ashed under which 
the cars aroran for the purposes of being 
loaded or unloaded, the device being for the 
purpose of protecting the grain from tho 
influences of the weather, On the first floor: 
the grain is taken from the oare on the track 
in front and from the bins in the storehouse 
ant eleyated The driving machinery, which 
isnitusted on this flat, comprises the beat 
class procarable. (nthe second floor is the 
blower, which cleans the grain as it is received 
orshipped The machinery for transferring 
the grain into the bina or «bipping i} on a 
vessel, is located on the third floor, A Cald. 
well sorew with a ospacity of trom 6,000 to 


6,(09 bushels per hour, is hore used to {rans- 
for tho grain either way. On vhe fourth ale. 


vation the toales are placed. These were made 
by the Howe Soalos Company of Ratland 
Vermont, and each has s capacity of 1,000 
bushels, Thay are fine specimens of the me- 
chanlo’s art and wore placed in p sition under 
the supervision of Mr, CO, E, Peabody, an 
employee of the Howe Company. who per 

formed his work with efficienoy, The ap- 
pliances for delivering the grain in cithor or 
both scales aro on the fifth floor, and the ma- 
chinery for regulating this part of the work,is 
mansged on the ground floor, Itis ofa very 
simple charaotor and is worked readily. The 
head of the elevator is in the sixth story. 
The grain is taken up hore snd then run into 
cither hopper to be weighed, after which it oan 
be put in store or transferred to vessels or 
placed in shipping bins holding one car each, 
or ran into cars ip front the elevator, Six 
care an hour can be readily loaded, while the 
contents of oar can be unloaded and elevated 
in ten minutes The elevator has a capacity 
of 6,000 bushels per hone for loading vcssels 

All grain is weighed'on being taken {in or 
shipped. Tho cases of the elevators are 80 
fect long ; the buckets are 6 by 16 inches and 
are fastened with bolts to Goodyear rubber 
belts. ‘There are two belts, cach of which!on- 
tains 175 buckets, The sorew can bo thrown 
in or out by paper friction. 

The engine room is situated south of tho 
elevator and is 34 fect x 18 foot and 15 feet 
high. Itis provided with +n engine of 60 
horse power,made by G. & J. Brown of this 
city,and is an excolJent specimen of the work 
done at that establishment, Tho boiler, as 
well as the machery in the elevator, which 
was mado by the same firm, ia fivo feet ia 
diamoter and twelve feet long. Iu this room 
there is slzo a water tank holding fifty barrels 
of water, 

The entirc structure is calculated to be fire 
proof,as it will be entiraly roofed wivh'io ard 
coated with tire-proof paiot, Tho clevator, 
Which cost $14,000, Was erected under the 
superyision of Mr, Thomas Earls, who ba» 
performed his work admirably, and is a credit 
to the energy and enterprise of Dx wiey & 
P. eatop, who eet it in full operation to-day.

for it the Ontario Government's printing. 
! It also stated that Mr. Vankleek had not, 
to the knowledge of the editor of the Re- 
view, taken any part in the matter. 

Now it is apparent from these facts that 
the proprietor of the Review was a porfectly 


innocent party to the transaction. It is 
equally open to Delief, from the vircum- 


stantial evidence in the case, that either 
Mr. Vankleek, Mr. Cross, Mr. Dale, or Mr.

Political Oontrol. 

The Orillia Pucket,a strong advocate of tom- 
poranoo, spoaks sn follows; 

‘*In the Mothor Country, which many poo- 
plo believe to be behind us in controlling the 
liquor traffic, applicants aro required to givo 
publio notio of intention to ask for Jiconses, 
and residents intorested can appoar before the 
Licensing Seasions to show cause by Jicenves 
should not iseue or be transforrod, “But in 
Ontario, under the vaunted Crooks Act, the 
Licoaso Commissioners mect only in sooret, 
receive roports privately from their laspector, 
and grant liconses to whatsoever and whomeo- 
evor they choose, Inthe Mother Country, 
too, the subject of licensing has boon treated 
by the Government as being a branch of local 
or municipal administration, rather than a sys- 
tem to be worked under general control, The 
mombers of Mr. Gladstone's Government ro- 
gard the matter vory difforently from those of 
the Mowat administration, Whilotho former 
say tho muniolpalities ought to havo charge 
of the qubstion, tho latter sey, ‘*Ob, the Aow 
must be worked by frionds of the Government, 
the whole thing must bo under Government 
control."” The Home Seoretary in England 
says ‘that it is essentially a question upon 
which localities ooght to judge for thom- 
selves."’ And our Grit contemporarios are of 
Opinion that ‘the question isono morely of 
police,” If ao, itis an argumentin favor of 
popular control, seeing that the people through 
their Police Commissioners and Counoils have 
the direction of polico affairs, Liberal Kng- 
lish journals congratulate the Gladstone Goy- 
ernment upon this step which they havo made 
in the work of decentralization,” 


The Brown Monument. 

The Brown Memorial Committees are now 
calling for desigos of a pedestal upon which 
to erect the statuo of the late Hon. Goorze 
Brown, The statue which it fs intended to 
ereot is by Mr. C, B. Birch, A,.R,A., London, 
‘an artist who has executed with much credit 
to himeelf statues of a number of celebrated 
men, including one of Lord Beaconsfield, which 
has been erected in the city,of Liverpool, Dr. 
Daniel Wileon, when in Europe last year, vis- 
ited a number of artists on behalf of the com- 
mitteo, inspected their work and obtained 
testimonials. After a great deal of delibora- 
tion the committees decided to sooept Mr, 
Biroh’s model. ‘The figure will be heroic sizs, 
ten feet in height, and of bronze. The late 
Senator is represented as standing in the atti- 
tude of delivering a speech. He holds in his 
right hand a eoroll, the left haniie raised, 
and the figure is erect and the head well drawn 
If the face were not shown at all, the fine fig- 
ure of tho late Senator would be imrediately 
recognized, The cost is thrown oper. The 
eee upon which the statue stands will also 

eof bronze, The cost will be £1,000 sterling, 
Tho pedestal will probably bo of granite, but 
parties tendering are asked to give their ideas 
as to design and material, but to keep esti- 
mates within $2,000. The alte will probably 
be in the Qacen’s park, but the exact location 
has not yet been deolded upon. Tho com- 
mittee expect to haye the monument com. 
pleted by next autumn. Mr. Birch will come 
to Canada and superintend the work of erec- 
tion, The memorial, when completed, will 
have cost in the neighborhood af 38,000, and 
the committee have sufficient, with the amount 
promised, to cover the entire cost.

CRICKET. 

The second match betwoon Englani vy. 
Austrolia took place on the Melb«urne oricket 
grcund on Friday, January 19, and following 
days, and ended in a brilliant victory for the

43. In these cond innings they got 15%, Bon- 
nor being the chief contribator with 34, 
and Spofforth 15 (not out). Bstes, in the 
first innings of the Australisns, bowled twenty 
six overs and two balls, fourteon maidens, 
28 run, and soven wickets—t> his splendid 
bowling in both innings th» victory must bo 
atcribed. 

Tho Inst of the three matchea betwoen the 
Hon. Ivo Bligh’s team and Murdoch's eleven 
was begua on Friday, Januory 26,at Sydney. 
Tho Englishmen won tho toss and soored 247 
in their first innings, of which Tyleoote made 
66, Reid 66, Barlow 28,6, T, Studd 21, The 
Australians had eight runs to their oredit 
without a lost of a wicket. Although the 
fall account has not oome to band it may be 
mentioned that the contest oyentually terml- 
nated in a viotory for the Englishmen by 68 
runs, Thus out of the three matches played 
betweoa these two teams the Australiang won 
ae first, and the Evglishmen the second and 
third,

Fence Posts That Will Last. 


A writer in an exchango saya ; I discovered 
many years sgo that wood conld be made to 
last Jopger than iron in the ground, but 
thought the process so simple that it was not 
well to moke a stir about it, I would as soon 
have popular, basswood or agh as any kind of 
timber for fonoe posts, I have taken out 
basswood posts, after haying been set soven 
years, {hat were as sound when taken out as 
when first put inthegrouod, Time and wea- 
ther soom to haye no offecton them. The 
posts can. be preparod for no leas than two 
centa apieco, This is the receipt; Take boiled 
linseed oil and stir in pulverized coal to tho 
consixtenoy of paint.. Puta coat of this over 
the timber and there is not » man that 
will live to see it rof.

Artificial Feeding of Lambs. 


It frequently happens that ertificial feeding 
of lamba is necessary and to it sucocapfully 
good judgment is required. The pointia to 
promote a hoaltby and rapid growth, aad not 
allow the lambs to scour. ‘Tho milk of some 
gows, especially Jerseys, is too ricb, and 
should be dilated with a little warm Water, 
Farrow cows’ milk, alone, is not a good feo, 
ainceit frequently causos constipstion. Ib 
may be given by adding a little cano molatsee, 
Milk, when fed,should be at about ite natural 
tomporature, and not scalded, Lambe, and 
ospoolally ‘pet’ lambs, aro ofton “killed wit 
kindness.” Feed onlyagill to half pint at 
first. Aftor the lamb has become accustomed 
to the milk, {t may bo fed to the extent of its 
appetite. When o!d enough food a little flax. 
seod and oats, or oil-moal ifoarly fattening Ja 
dosited, Thoro are various methods of food- 
ing young lambs artificially. A satisfasotory 
way iv to nao a one quart kerosone oil oan 
with the spout fixed so as to attquh 
a nipple; the milk flows moro froely from thia 
than froma bottie, on acgount of tho vent. 
Lot owes and lamba have cloan, woll-vontilat- 
od apartments, When tho weathor ia mild 
avd warm turn them outinto tho yard, If 
it ix not convenient to lot the owes out, arrango 
partitions and pens, #0 that the Iemba may 
enjoy tho suvlight,—Americay Agriculturist

Grafting the Grape Vine —a New 
Method, 

Wo dosire to bave new varictios of grapes 
come quickly into bearing, but vines from 
nursorios are frequently tardy Even after 
osrofal nursing they will often droop and die, 
whilo a fow buds cut off on arrival and propor. 
ly grafted may produce fruit in a short timo, 
Grafting on ont «ff underground goarly stump 
of vines, a9 usually practised, {a vory icoertain 
at bost. Our method is to tako a wood strong 
branch or cane of vio, or oven a whole youn 
vine whon a change of fruit is desired, an 
whip tho graft in the usoal way. Wo then 
cover up the vino ia tho soil as near the roots 
as possible, leaving above ground only a bud 
or two of the graft. Itis well known how 
quickly a layer will m»ke a bearing vino, as it 
has the advantage of the parent roots as well 
a tho root it prodaces. Tho layer may be 
extended, if long enough, to grow where the 
vine is to remain, Vineyards msy in this way 
be quickly changed to better qualities. — 
American Agriculturist for April,

Muking Three Times a Day. 


Messr#, Muller and Jones,of Germany, have 
been making some quite extensive experi 
ments in milking cows more than the usual 
number of times a day. By milking three 
times aday aslight precentage of fat is se 
cured that would be lost under othor practios. 
In one experiment reported, if the butter wer 
worth thirty cents a pound, the buiter fre 
the two milkings would be worth $14 » 
from the three milkings $18, according to + 
precentage of fat found to be secured by ¢ 
extra milking. Tho question arises in t/ } 
instanoe, is the extra money value sécu | 
worth the lab.r exponded in securing it? I 
will, of course, depead very much nyon how 
the cows are kept. If they are at pasture the 
trouble of driving them up and milking them, 
and driving shaw back again,is not altogether 
measured by the labor expended, but tte 
loss of time of the cows from pasture. Also 
the interruption of men and women from 
theic regular daily labor are serious matters 
on a farm where long distances separate the 
tho hands from the cattle. Then, again, on 
tho dairy farms of this country the great bug- 
bear is the want of good milkers. Kew men 
can succeed in dairying who have to depeod 
upon hired help outside of their immediate 
families or connections, Men have to milk, 
aod women osnnot do it where large numbers 
of cows are to be handled ina reasonably 
short time, In the old country, where hands 
are numerous and to be hadfor arking, the 
burden of three milkings aday may be im- 
posed without creating a riot, butin this 
country it would not work, The chances also 
are that such frequent milkiogs would tend 
to dry up the cows for the want of distention 
of the udder, Tois of couree applios to cows 
in the ususl condition. When a cow is fresh 
and produces a yield that threatens the rafety 
of she udder and that is evidently painful to 
the cow, it is well then to relieve the udder 
by one or two extra milkiogs a day, and even 
then it is eoarcely worth while to draw the 
ud er to the last strippings, bat it would be 
better to take out just enough to relieve tho 
udder from pain, 

Under the ordinary conditions of American 
farm lie, we are quite sure that the extra 
per cent. of fat saved by the additional mijk- 
ing in view of the inoonyenience attache® to 
its performance would not pay the dairyman 
to practice it. In view of its effect on the 
cow, we would be slow to recommend the 
practice, oven if it did pay.—Am.. Dairyman,

HFTH PARUAMENT— FIRST Sessioe. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS 

Orrawa,March 28.—Thw House of Gom- 
move resumed the session after the Kastor 
holidays this afternoon about 3:30 o'oloc 
_ Sie Charles Tupper moved for leave to 
introduce a bill tu make a verbal alteration 
in tho bill croating the department of Rail- 
ways ond Oanale so as to vive the Minister 
control over private railwsysn> far as the 
Government could control th mm, that 
powor having through inadvertence boon 
loft with the Minister of Public. Works. 

Mr. Ross (Middlosox) moved aresolution 
declaring it desirable no near the close of 
each financial year as possible to publish a 
digest of the departuiental reports. In 
support of the motion he pointed out that 
the reports were got ont at groat expenso,

the trade and navigation returns costing as 
much as $2.50 per volume. Some reports 
he characterized as well prepared, while 
others were not so well arranged. One of 
the great difficulties was the bulk of the 
present volumes and and the large mass of 
details they contained. 

__ Mr. Bowell said there was no doubt that 
if the information was compiled in the way 
suggested it would be of great service, but 
he questioned very much whethor it could 
be done at aressonable expense. Aa far as 
the Customs Department was concerned,he 
had consulted the Commissioner and others 
in the service who were more intimately 
connected with the department, and he be- 
lieved it would be necessary to almost 
double the staff in order to prepare a digest 
ofthe annual report. He believed if the 
House and country would be satisfied with 
6 general statement, similar to that which 
was published in the United States,it would 
relieve the department of a great deal of 
trouble and expense. He thought the 
House should reject the motion unless it 
was prepared to authorize a large increase in 
the staff, 

Sir Leonard Tilley stated that the Gov 
eroment had had some communication with 
the head of the statistical department in 
England regarding the expense of establish- 
ing a bureau of atatistics, It would cause 
considerable expense, but the Government 
had not given up the project of establishing 
such a bureau, which he thought would be 
better than Mr. Ross’ proposition,as it would 
enable returns to be given quarterly or even 
montbly. 

In view of the statement made by the 
Minister, Mr. Ross expressed himself willing 
to withdraw the motion. 

On the third reading of Mr. Onsgrain’s 
bill against frauds in relation to Govyern- 
ment contracts, Mr. Ross moved for a 
recommittal to the Committee of the Whole 
to have the olause sgainst contractors sub- 
scribing to election funds, which had been 
struck out by the special Oommittee, ro- 
inserted. 

The motion was lost by 90 to 49. 

The House resumed the adjourned debate 
on the proposed motion of Mr. Cameron 
(Victoria), that the bill to provide for the 
punishment of adultery, seduction, and 
like offences be amended by requiring that 
the testimony of the female, in respect of 
whom any of these offences are alleged to 
have been committed, shall not be deemed 
sufficient for conviction unless carroborated 
by evidence proying the” offence to have 
been committed. 

The amendment was carried ; yeas 73, 
nays 61, 

Un resuming in the evening, private bills 
were considered. The Oredit Foncier 
Amendment Bill came up for third read- 
ing. Mr. Auger moved the six months’ 
hoist, reiterating the objections he had pre- 
sented at the former stages of the bill, 
dwelling particularly ou the fact that under 
the special charter of the company in Que- 
beo it could charge one per cent. for 
management, thus making the interest nine 
per cent.,or possibly more, instead of eight, 
as specified in the bill. The objection was 
supported by Messrs. Catudal, Blake, 
Bechard, and Ouimet, the last named of 
whom moved, seconded by Mr, Methot, that 
the eight per cent interest bo made to in- 
clude the charge for management, He 
suggested that Mr. Auger should aocept 
this, but Mr. Auger objected, and Mr, 
Ouimet pressed his amendment. Mr. 
Desjardins assorted that Mr, Auger and the 
French Liberals’ object was to dofeat the 
bill, otherwise he would have accepted Mr. 
Ouimet’s amendment and pressed the ac- 
ceptance of the bill upon the Houge, Mr, 
White (Hastings) was opposed to the in- 
crease in the maximum rate of interest 
chargeable, Six per cent. was in his opin- 
ion as much asa farmer could afford to 
pay. The hour during which private bills 
could be considered having passed, the de- 
bate was adjourned, 

Tho House resumed the consideration in 
Committee of the Whole of Mr. Charlton's 
Seduction Bull. Mr. Oharlton presented a 
substitute for Mr, Hector Osameron’s 
(Victorias) proposed amendment regarding 
corroborative evidence, for which he said 
he had that gentleman’s consent in private 
conversation, This amendment was to get 
over the difficulty of the addition proposed 
by Mr. Oameron making it necessary to 
prove the offence by other ovidence entire- 
ly than that of the woman, by specifying 
several points regarding which there must 
be corroborative evidence. Mr, MoOarthy 
objeoted to Mr, Charlton’s proposal as in- 
dehpite, and after some conyersation a 
consultation of Messrs. Blake, Charlton, 
and MoOarthy took place, resulting in 
framing an amendment to make corrobora- 
tive evidence nécessary : (1) as to seduction 
under promise of marringe ; (2) as to se 
duction in offe of the seduction by a 
teacher of his pupil ; (3) as to the entice- 
‘mont or Inveiglement in cases of enticoment 
into a house of ilifame for immoral pur- 
poses. This was carried and reported, and 
the bill as amended ordered to stand for 
further consideration to-morrow, 

Tho consideration of Mr. MoOarthy's 
bill respecting carriers by lond was resum- 
ed in Oommittoo, Mr, Coughlin strongly 


objected to ono of the clauses of the bill 
providing the exemption of carriers from 
liability for loss on goods carried by them 


in cortain casos of especial contract, and 
moyed an amendmont fastening the liabill- 
ty upon them in any caso, Mr, MoVarthy 


showed tho House that the proposed 
awendment would clash with former seo. 
tions of the bill, and that all that was 

was provided for in the noxt 


clause, which made all contracts void unless 


doomed just and reasonable by the Court, 
| Mr, Blake supported Mr, MoQarthy, by | 


pointing out that to some cases of cattle 
shipmont special low rates were allowed by 
tho railway companion, tho shipper taking 
care of the stock on route. The amend- 
mont proposed would make the railways 
liable in all onnes, ond so provent such 
contracts from bing entered into. After 
some farther discussion the amondmont 
was lost, and tho bill was passed with a few 
slight changes and reported. 

Mr, Weldon's bill to amend the Act of 
last yoar roposling the duty on promissory 
notes and billsof exchange was road a 
socond time without discussion, and at the 
suggestion of Sir John Macdoneld was
